CAPE HATTERAS, N.C. (U.R)-Hurricane Connie smack­ 
ed against the North Carolina coast today and headed north 
toward the heavily populated Eastern Seaboard' while far to 
the southeast another tropical storm reached full hurricane 
strength. 
The new hurricane was Diane, still 1,150 miles east of 
Miami. Highest winds already were up to 80 or 90 miles an 
hour. 
Connie bored inland at Morehead City, N.C., in midmorn­ 
ing with winds officially clocked at about 100 miles an hour,

After year» of fretting over zon­ 
ing violations, San Anselmo city 
fathers have deckled to crack a 
legal whip over residents in first 
class residential districts who own 
duplexes or apartments. 
City Atty. John Buresh, instruct­ 
ed by the council to take the mat­ 
ter to' court, is preparing court ac­ 
tion against seven violators, the 
opening salvo in a drive that may 
eventually crack down on more 
than 100 homoeowners. 
The city attorney announced 
yesterday he will file suits in Ma­ 
rin Superior Court next week, ask­ 
ing the court permanently to re­ 
strain property owners from oper­ 
ating multiple housing units in 
the first class residential areas. 
The city council has decided it 
will no longer tolerate duplexes or 
apartments .in the one-family dis­ 
tricts, the attorney said. 
The city feels that 'the. home­ 
owners should either conform to 
the zoning laws or apply to 'the 
city council for rezoning. The le­ 
gal crackdown will begin on the 
“most flagrant cases of violations,” 
many of them in the Hawthorne 
Hills and Morningside Court ¡ar­ 
eas, Buresh said.

Billion-Dollar Robot Train System 
Presented To Bay Area Transit Group 


A billion-dollar elevated 
robot 
rapid transit system for the Bay 
Area was presented to the Bay 
Area Rapid Transit Commission 
yesterday by Henry K. Norton of 
.San Rafael and New York, chair­ 
man of the board of the Susque­ 
hanna and Western Railroad. 
The plan proposes rubber-tired 
cars whizzing along at 60 to 70 
miles, an hour on elevated con­ 
crete roads. They would be con­ 
trolled by an elaborate electronics 
network. 
The system would connect Ma­ 
rin to San Francisco and seven 
other Bay Area counties, 
and 
would carry a million passengers 
a day, double what existing trans­ 
portation systems offer. 
There would be no motorman on 
the 100 'Cars. Switching ¡and rout­ 
ing of trains and cars to their 


destination on the complex system 
would be done automatically. Op­ 
eration of the cars and trains 
would be controlled 
by 
station 
agents. Each station agent would 
'be in contact with, 'the chief dis­ 
patcher’s office, the regional dis­ 
patcher and every vehicle while 
it was .in. .his, territory. 
With electronic controls hand­ 
ling everything, Norton explained, 
motormen are not needed. 
The 
only thing a motorman could do 
is "make mistakes.” 
At key points during rush hours, 
there would be one and one-half 
minute intervals between cars and 
'trains,. At destinations, cars would 
be uncoupled electronically 
and 
recoupled, to returning 'trains. 
Cars would be kept on the road­ 
way and guided by steel flanges 
sliding along low rails inside of 
the wheels. This 1» the only change 


of any significance from the plan 
submitted by Norton in 
April. 
Originally, the cars were to be 
carried on double ¡rubber wheels 
which would ride horizontically 
against a steel 'guide rail, set in 
the center of the elevated road. 
Norton estimated an mterurban 
system would oast, about 400-mil- 
lion-dollars, but if it included ser­ 
vice within major cities, cost would 
be about a billion dollars. 
Estimated times from 
Union 
Square in San Francisco to vari­ 
ous points are 25 minutes to San 
1 Rafael, 15 minutes to Berkeley, 
36 minutes to San Jose and an 
hour to Santa Rosa, the longest 
I trip on the system,. 
Other plans proposed 
to 
the 
Rapid Transit Commission include 
a standard railroad bed and mono­ 
rail.

chunks of lead in the worst post­ 
war' disaster to befall U.S. forces 
‘ in Europe.

Bomb Found In N.Y. Theater 


May Identify Would-Be Killer 


NEW YORK (U.R)—Police experts 
hoped their dismantling of a pow­ 
erful home-made bomb today will 
yield a clue to' the identity of the 
maniac who has planted 23 ex­ 
plosives in crowded places in the 
past 15 years. 
The latest bomb manufuctured 
by the mysterious would-be killer 
was found last night in the slashed 
cushion of a seat in. the huge Roxy 
Theater where more than 2,000 
persons were watching a movie. 
Also found in the cushion was a 
bone-handled knife used to make 
the slash, another trademark of 
the madman. 
Police said, a preliminary inspec­ 
tion of the bomb showed it to be 
made by the same man who has 
planted 22 other crude devices in 
downtown theaters, railroad sta­ 
tions and the public library. 
Several bombs have been found, 
in recent months and police, com­ 
pletely baffled by the man’s meth­ 
od of operation, are conducting a 
frantic investigation with the hope 
of finding him before one of his 
bombs kills someone. 
Had the bomb found in the Roxy 
gone off it could have killed a 
number of people, police said. An 
expert said several bombs left by 
the madman could have killed any­ 


one within ten feet of it and in­ 
jured anyone within about 30 feet 
of it. 
Several of the bombs have ex­ 
ploded and seven 'persona have 
been injured. M^ny of the devices 
have been duds, however, because 
of their crude construction. They 
usually consist of a length of pipe 
containing a powerful explosive, 
a cheap watch and a detonator. 
The bomb found last night was 
made of a one-inch pipe about 
five inches long. Police said it 
apparently lay unnoticed for most 
of the day before John Sena, a 
theater upholsterer, took the seat 
apart to repair the slash.

Big New Atom Smashers 


BERKELEY (U.F3—The Bay Area 
renewed its claim to 'be 'the atom- 
smashing capital of the world to­ 
day with the disclosure that new 
facilities axe being installed in two 
laboratories. 
Dr. Ernest O. Lawrence, director 
of the University of California Ra­ 
diation Laboratory, disclosed that 
an atom smasher fax more power­ 
ful than any built before is under 
construction at the Livermore Ra­ 
diation Laboratory. 
Shell 
Development 
Co. 
an­ 
nounced it has bought a three- 
million volt atom smasher for its 
Emeryville Research Laboratory. 
The unit is described as “the most 
powerful radiation source available 
to industry.** 
Lawrence made his announce­ 
ment yesterday in, a speech to 'the 
International Conference on the 
Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy 
in Geneva. He said the machine 
is actually an adaptation of a lin­ 
ear accelerator invented several 
years ago by Dr. Louis Alvares at 
the university. 
The first of three sections of the 
new accelerator already has been 
put into operations at Livermore, 
Lawrence said. It will produce up 


to 250,000 times as many particles 
a second as the largest cyclotron, 
although at far lower energies, he 
said. 
“I cannot help but wonder what 
new knowledge will come from the 
availability in the laboratory of 
these very high currents of high 
energy particles," Lawrence said. 
“Just as it is certain that new 
things of great .interest will indeed 
turn up, so we may be confident 
that plans will go forward to build 
additional acceleration sections for 
this machine for even higher vol­ 
tages.’’ 
The 
two-story 
multi-million- 
dollar Shell unit will be in opera­ 
tion next June. It 'will be used to 
study the effects of atomic radia­ 
tion on fuels, lubricants, plastics 
and other products derived from 
oil. 
The unit, a van de Graff accel­ 
erator built by the High Voltage 
Engineering Corp of Cambridge, 
Mass.,, will bombard matter with 
electrons traveling at almost the 
speed of light.

Savants Tell 
New Theory 
In Cancer War 
GENEVA 
—Atomic scientists 
are trying to develop a kind of 
guided missile against cancer. 
They are searching for sub­ 
stances which would “home” on 
cancer when injected into the 
blood stream and carry with them 
a radioactive weapon to fight the 
malignancy. 
This campaign was outlined to­ 
day at the 72-nation atoms-for- 
peace conference by Dr. W. F. 
Bale and Dr. L. L. Spar, of the 
University of Rochester at Roch­ 
ester, N.Y. 
Such a technique, they .said, 
would direct the powerful rays of 
radioactive material only against 
the cancer without harming sur­ 
rounding tissue. And radioactive 
material attached to the “homing” 
missile would stay put, they added. 
The researchers .said they are 
working on the theory that various 
tissues and organs of the human 
and animal body have within them 
specific chemical 
antibodies 
to 
help protect those areas against 
disease. 
They said It might be possible 
to 'isolate these antibodies and use 
them as carriers of radioactive 
substances to particular areas of 
the body.

SEOUL 0J.PJ—Living happily is 
not im portant in this world of 
ours. W hat counts is to live con­ 
structively, to stand for the right 
and never surrender principles to 
expediency. 
Good health, mentally and phys­ 
ically, is the secret of anyone’s 
productive energy and long life. I 
am fortunate in having a good 
wife who looks after my health so 
carefully th at I have to give it 
very little thought myself. 
The idea of Greek tragedy th at 
the struggle is more im portant 
than the victory contains a great 
deal of truth. I do not agree with 
the ancient Greeks th a t m an can­ 
not trium ph over his baser side, 
but I do believe wholeheartedly 
th at there will be no victory unless 
he makes the struggle. 
T hat is the problem we are fac­ 
ing in the world today. There are 


those who say the battle is not 
worth while, th at it is better to 
put aside our ideals and settle for 
survival—even though it may be 
to chains. I cannot agree. 
If we fight Communism with all 
that we have, we can defeat it and 
win through the just 'peace and 
plenty that we all want so much. 
But even if we could not, I 
should prefer oblivion .in. the strug­ 
gle to the sacrifice of everything 
that we have gained in the thou­ 
sands of years of our slow and 
painful climb out of barbarism. 
The happy life is the dedicated 
life, provided that a man’s con­ 
science approves th at to which he 
is dedicated. The Communists are 
not happy and can never be, be­ 
cause1 they know in 'their hearts 
th at they are following a false 
and empty creed. But the man who 
fights for freedom and, democracy 
is happy, because he knows th at 
he has given himself to a righte­ 
ous cause: 'that is much greater 
than he is. 
My advice to aspiring young pol­ 
iticians and government officials 
is to study the great moral, truths 
of life and try to live by them. 
The world is full of shrewd lead­ 
ers who can, win votes. But it is 
woefully short of those who never 
compromise with the right, who 
would sooner 'die than violate the.tr 
trust and who always put the in­ 
terests of state and people above 
their own ambitions.

agreement to end a 42-day strike 
that cut off production by Utah 
mines .and, mills that normally fur­ 
nish one-third of America’s do­ 
mestic supply of vital copper was 
reached, early today by Kennecott 
Copper Corp. and eight unions. 
Company spokesmen said min­ 
ing and milling operations would 
resume as soon as local unions 
ratify the agreement. They report­ 
ed. the strike resulted in. the loss 
of 130 million pounds of copper 
that would have been mined since 
the strike began July 1. 
This loss, coupled with other re­ 
cently settled labor disputes in 
western mines of two other Ameri­ 
can companies and strikes in cop­ 
per mines in South Africa, has 
contributed to a. worldwide short­ 
age of the red metal, raised cop­ 
per prices and forced some pro­ 
cessors to substitute other metals 
and plastics. 
The settlement, negotiated by 
Federal Mediator S. Lyle Johnson, 
provides for a package increase 
of more than 15 cents an hour, in­ 
cluding 
wage increases ranging 
from, 801 cents to $1.28 a day and 
an improved pension plan. 
Some 
5,500 
members 
of 
the 
'unions walked off 'their jobs July 
1 when contracts expired. Kenne­ 
cott had offered wage increases 
averaging about ,1,2% cents, an. hour. 
Pensions were the major issue dur­ 
ing the long negotiations that end­ 
ed. today. The new pension plan 
provides up to $151 a month, in­ 
cluding social security, for retir­ 
ing single employees and up to 
$200.25 for married 'men, about $50 
monthly 
higher 
than 
previous 
plans. 
Kennecott employees in Nevada, 
New Mexico and Arizona struck 
simultaneously with the walkout 
in.

U.S. To Reduce Tax 
Incentives For Industry 


WASHINGTON 
(ff) — Director 
A rthur S. Flemming of the Of­ 
fice of Defense Mobilization an­ 
nounced late yesterday 
new or­ 
ders which may lead to' a sharp 
tapering off in the kind of tax 
incentives which have been grant­ 
ed for some '30'%' billion dollars 
worth of plant and equipment ex­ 
pansion held to be essential to 
national .security. 
The action came after a series 
of other orders aimed at tighten­ 
ing up the supply of credit. Some 
administration o f f i c i a l s have 
termed these a gradual effort to 
prevent prices from 
starting to 
climb again. 
Flemming ordered 
an end to 
special tax benefits in. 19 indus­ 
tries and a suspension, pending a 
review expected to take a month 
or more, in 38 others. The .incen­ 
tives were kept available for 20 
“expansion goals”—chiefly apply­ 
ing to items of high military de­ 
mand. 
The government has pending 924 
applications for the tax. benefits, 
covering 
about 
$9,300,000,000 
of 
proposed new plant and equipment 
construction. About six billion dol­ 
lars of this is in the 38 indus­ 


tries for which Flemming ordered 
the temporary suspension yester­ 
day. 


It was too early to tell what 
effect the orders would have. 'The 
Consolidated Edison Co. of New 
York said its construction plans 
would not be affected, at all. But 
the Aluminum Co. of America 
indicated at Pittsburgh it might 
drop some of its expansión plana 
if the tax benefits for that indus­ 
try are shut off for good. 
Both electric power and alum ­ 
inum are in the category suspend­ 
ed pending further study, during 
which no applications will be1 pro­ 
cessed. Flemming said industries in 
this class would be reviewed to 
determine whether “adequate pro­ 
ductive capacity” for mobilization 
needs exists, and then they will be 
reopened or closed,

WASHINGTON 
(JF ) — Doctors 
have given more than a million 
American youngsters their second 
Salk polio vaccine shots, with the 
South leading the way. 
All told, six and one-half million 
first and second-graders received 
a first shot. 
Somewhere around 60 to 70 per 
cent of those with access to the 
second shoi have had it. 
These figures were turned up 
today in a nationwide survey con­ 
ducted by The Associated Press. It 
showed. 
1. The number of polio fatalities 
has dropped 46 per cent below 
last year’s level. In the key states 
supplying second shots, the decline 
has been 65 per cent. 
NINE POLIO DEATHS 
2. of six a nd one-half million 
inoculated youngsters, there have 
been 247 cases of the disease and 
nine have died of it. 
3. Outside the South, there has 
been 
considerable resistance to 
launching the second-shot cam­ 
paign, which was delayed by un­ 
certainty and shortage of vaccine. 
Eighteen of the 48 states are wait­ 
ing for fall to renew the campaign. 
Few states have made any plans 
for a third injection. 
These figures were tabulated on 
the basis of nearly complete re­ 
ports from the 48 states and the 
District of Columbia: 
Given shot No. I—6,458,996. 
Given shot No. 2—1,080,329. 
Polio deaths this year—191. 
Polio deaths to this time last 
year—355. 
NO FIRM CONCLUSIONS 
I t is impossible to draw definite 
conclusions from 
the 
statistics, 
since some figures are tentative, 
they have not been evaluated sci­ 
entifically and the possibility of 
coincidence is too strong. 
There can be no doubt, however, 
that the number of polio fatalities 
has been reduced sharply from the 
level of last year, a fairly average 
year. 
Biggest decline in deaths has 
been in the eight states which 
have given 75 per cent of the re­ 
ported second shots. Of those eight, 
seven 
are 
Southern 
or 
border 
states. They are Florida, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Oklahoma, 
.South, Carolina and West Virginia. 
The eighth is California. 
Vaccine experts have said three 
shots are required to provide most 
effective immunity. 
Most states went ahead with the 
First shots shortly after the first 
batches of vaccine were made 
available last April. But when an 
outbreak of polio among vaccinat­ 
ed persons was disclosed, the pro­ 
gram was ended abruptly.

Most of these states report they 
will resume the program after the 
school year begins next month. 
Some say they are not sure when 
they will start up again. 
But, in the meantime, the other

ahead, some on a small scale, 
others on a large scale. 
With the children out of school 
for the summer, vaccination clin­ 
ics have been set up in many 
states.

California, 87.6 per cent of the

Kansas 80, Kentucky 59, Missis­ 
sippi 70, Missouri 70, M ontana 40, 
Oklahoma 70, Washington 80. 
The greatest number of polio 
deaths this year has been in Mas­ 
sachusetts, which reported 24. Tex­ 
as has the second highest total, 
22, with California third with 11. 
No other state has had more than

Urgent Plea For Funds 


NEW YORK (/P>—The National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
has issued an urgent call to its 
solvent chapters for funds so the 
nation’s polio patient aid program 
may “survive.” 
Basil O’Conner, president of the 
foundation, said $52,511,185 was 
raised in the March of Dimes last 
January, 12 million dollars short 
of needs. 
W ith all the sincerity of pur­ 
pose at my command,” said O’­ 
Connor, “I call upon our chapters 
with surpulus funds to respond 
willingly and immedately to our 
desperate need.” 
“If all chapters spent the same 


am ount this year as last for pa­ 
tient aid and chapter operations,” 
O’Connor said, “there should be 
about 10 million dollars in cash 
remaining in 1,781 chapter treas­ 
uries next Dec. 31.” 
He said th at if this amount can 
be used now by the 1,274 chap­ 
ters estimated to n?ed help, “our 
patient aid program could sur­ 
vive.” 
O’Connor said th at “60 per cent 
of the chapters are solvent while 
40 per cent are destitute.” 
Already this year, he added, it 
has been necessary to rescue hun­ 
dreds of chapters in desperate 
need of funds.

Negotiation On 


Scettrini Land 
Dist. Atty W. O. Weissich was 
to meet with the attorney for 
Henry Scettrini today or Monday 
to resume negotiations for the 130- 
acre civic center site north of San­ 
ta Venetia. 
The county board of supervisors 
met last night with the DA. and 
instructed him to re-open nego­ 
tiations with attorney Hugh Allen, 
who indicated he is going to fight 
the county’s condemnation suit “all 
the way.” 
Allen is the attorney for Scet­ 
trini, whose best offer thus far has 
been $2,850 per acre for his proper­ 
ty. Supervisors felt that was too 
expensive and started a condem­ 
nation suit in Marin Superior 
Court, then decided to re-open ne­ 
gotiations with Scettrini. 
REASON FOR ACTION 
Supervisor Vera Schultz said 
yesterday that immediate need for 
courthouse space precipitated the 
board’s action for negotiation. She 
pointed out that litigation takes 
a long time, and she would like to 
see a settlement by negotiation if 
possible. 
Supervisors William Fusselman 
and Walter Castro opposed. Fus­ 
selman has always contended that 
50 acres is enough, and he would 
not go for negotiating for the en­ 
tire 130 acres. Castro declared he 
feels that since long negotiations 
have failed thus far, the supervis­ 
ors should now depend on con­ 
demnation and court action to de­ 
termine the fair price. 
Supervisors Schultz, William 
Gnoss and James Marshall, who 
favored re-negotiation, did not 
disclose what they propose to pre­ 
sent to the Scettrini family. They 
gave Weissich instructions on what 
to say, but Weissich said he could 
not reveal the thoughts expressed 
by the supervisors to him last 
night. 
WEISSICH ADVICE 
Until yesterday, the supervisors 
had hoped to meet the Scettrini 
representatives personally, but 
Weissich advised against such a 
move because statements made by 
the supervisors might be used 
against the county in the pending 
condemnation proceedings. 
“Statements made by board 
members could be quite damaging 
in the pending litigation,” Weissich 
explained. “What I say as an at­ 
torney for the county cannot be 
used as evidence against the coun­ 
ty.” For example, said the DA., 
if a figure higher than the coun­ 
ty’s appraisal of the Scettrini 
property is mentioned by one of 
the supervisors, that statement 
might be used against the county 
in a court trial. 
Gnoss and Marshall favored let­ 
ting Weissich do the talking, but 
Mrs. Schultz appeared reluctant. 
“Will you have the aame intensity 
of feeling that some of us on the 
board have?” she asked. 
Replied Weissich, “I assure you 
I don’t have your intensity, Mrs. 
Schultz.” But as attorney for the 
county, he said it is his duty to 
do his best. “Intensity is not the 
reason why the litigation is drag­ 
ging . . . the law is a slow and 
ponderous machinery.” 
Mrs. Schultz finally agreed that 
Weissich should be delegated to 
talk with Scettrini’s attorney,

Because M arin is probably the 
most Jet-minded county of more 
than a hundred-thousand home 
folks and movie-goers in the U.S.A. 
the world premiere of the newest

about the Air Force is by way of 
making news. 
Hollywood’s product rarely gets 
off the ground into the news skies 
but insofar as Marin is concerned 
the W arner production of "The 
McConnell Story” made news the 
other night in San Francisco’s Fox 
Theatre and it is a certainty th at 
it will attract M arin crowds when 
it is booked into the Marin chain 
of Blumenfeld theatres. 
On Wednesday night and early 
yesterday morning, M arket Street 
in San Francisco looked like a 
busy day at Hamilton Field with 
not only battalions of tech ser­ 
geants deployed all over the place 
but w hat seemed like a corps of 


Air Force colonels and assorted 
“brass” busy all over the lot. 
IT IS TO BE HOPED th at the 
Air Force, when “The McConnell 
Story” has its premiere here in 
Marin, will see fit to put on as 
good a show for M arin movie fans 
as they did on the other side of 
the Golden Gate. The picture de­ 
serves an Air Force build-up be­ 
cause it goes to the heart of the 
Air Force problem during peace 
time; at least during a non-war 
time. 
Someday a Hollywood producer 
will be bold and i m a g i n a t i v e 
enough to make a movie about 
“Mrs. Air Force”—a story about 
the wives of flying men and of 
their kids, too, which will dram a­ 
tize the hum an factors and give an 
insight into the problems behind 
the problems of building and fly­ 
ing bigger and faster American 
fighting planes.

they can do the Air Force job. 
In a way “The McConnell Story” 
might almost have been called 
“The Mrs. McConnell Story” be­ 
cause it devotes almost as much 
footage to June Allyson as the 
wife of the Korean triple-ace jet 
pilot, Alan Ladd, as it does to 
trying to present what made Cap­ 
tain Joe McConnell the Jet pilot 
that he became before he was 
killed in testing a new Air Force 
jet down in the Mojave Desert 
testing fields of the USAF. 


ONLY THE WIVES of flying 
men will be able to say how valid 
was June Allyson’s portrayal of 
the Air Force wife. As a “civilian” 
the characterization by Miss Ally­ 
son was strictly too-good-to-be- 
true; a little saccharine and tech­ 
nicolor sweet. It may be very true 
that "hot” Jet pilots are born but 
no woman is born to be an Air 
Force wife.

Yes, some day 
Hollywood will take this theme 
and give us a picture which will 
be more than the roar of jets in 
combat and on the testing grounds.

problems of the jet pilot’s job— 
his home and love-life—it will 
have an appeal in the Marin com­ 
munity which is the home of 
thousands of Air Force families 
far beyond thp 


WHILE T H I S HOLLYWOOD 
production makes news, it is not 
quite as newsmaking as the news 
tickers and the front pages be­ 
cause it won’t be long now before 
the movies will have to start put­ 
ting together the story of the 
problems of the wives and depend­ 
ents of those men who will take 
off in our Spaceship Satellites for 
the moon and points up in the 
wild blue yonder. 
Meanwhile 
“The 
McConnell 
Story” makes good movie enter­ 
tainment, especially for us in Ma­ 
rin who any time of the day or 
night can hear the whoosh of the 
jets over our head and rarely 
think of the man in that jet and 
more rarely think of the family 
and home he leaves behind on 
every take-off and comes back to 
after every mission accomplished.

!D.A. Wants Word 


Of Evidence Ban 


To Reach People 


Marin Dist. Atty. W. O. Weis- 
sich yesterday called on citizens of 
the county to “interest themselves” 
in the problem of the admlssability 
of illegally obtained evidence. 
In a speech before the-Sausalito 
Rotary Club, Weissich, a staunch 
opponent of the California Su­ 
preme Court ruling which prohibits 
consideration, of such, evidence, de­ 
clared that “the people of the state 
are entitled to know what has been 
done to them.” 
The Supreme Court decision, 
handed down by a 4-3 count in 
April of this year, ruled that evi­ 
dence 
obtained 
through illegal 
search and seizure could not be 
admitted for a court’s considera­ 
tion. At that time the court ad­ 
mitted, said Weissich, that the 
move was designed to prevent the 
possibility of a police state but the 
entire question is not a constitu­ 
tional one. In its ruling the court 
declared its desire to protect the 
private' constitutional rights, of the 
individual. 
BLOW AT ENFORCEMENT 
However, the district attorney 
said, the decision has “struck a 
blow at law enforcement.” It per­ 
mits the release of criminals who 
might otherwise be convicted. 
Weissich declared that any evi­ 
dence which aids a 
conviction 
should be admitted to the court 
record. If such evidence is illegally 
obtained, the police who secured it 
should be punished 
through 
a 
separate court. It is often true, 
however, that to legally obtain 
evidence is impossible, 
Weissich 
said. 
Quoting from a study made by 
law students at Northwestern Uni­ 
versity, Wei.ssi.ch said that in a 
Chicago court, 69 per cent of the 
accused persons were released be­ 
cause evidence against them had 
been obtained illegally. He sug­ 
gested that 
the 
same statistic 
might soon prevail in California 
where already the crime problem 
is serious enough. 
WHICH IS BETTER 
In his concluding remarks, Weis­ 
sich asked if it would be better 
to give police a free hand or to 
permit criminals to escape justice 
on a technicality. 
He suggested several 
possible 
solutions to the controversial prob­ 
lem. Rather than penalize society 
by letting criminals loose, he said, 
the law should provide for punish­ 
ment of the wrong-doing police 
officer. In addition, better police 
training might. eliminate part of 
the necessity for illegal search and 
seizure. 
Weissich, who termed the sup­ 
reme court ruling “the magna 
carta of the criminal,” 
asserted 
that its effect was to “police the 
police”,^.which 
was 
little more 
than * a punishment for law en­ 
forcement officials.

If You Sense That Light, 


Don't Look—Just Jump 


fit’s 10 years since the first 
atomic bombs killed 
hundreds 
of thousands of Japanese. Much 
has been learned since Hiro­ 
shima, and evacuation is not the 
only defense. Herewith is the 
third article in a series on how 
to survive an H-bomb.)

NEW YORK </P) — A brilliant 
ailent eerie 
light, like 
nothing 
you’ve seen before, marks the be­ 
ginning of an atomic blast. 
If it ever comes, don’t look at 
it, or you m ight be blinded for] 
life. 
If you sense such a flash, duck, 
fall flat or Jump behind some pro­ 
tection. You could be injured by 
being knocked down by the blast, 
or by flying debris. 
Out in the open, you have a 
better chance if you fall flat. And 
a still better one if you could 
duck behind a ravine, behind any 
little hillock, into a hole. In town, 
fling yourself behind the protec­ 
tion of some building, if there is 
time. 


SAFE IN TRENCHES 
In Neveda, hundreds of persons 
have 
crouched 
quite 
safely 
in 
trenches within two miles or less 
of atomic blasts as big or bigger 
than those exploded over Japan. 
These people would undoubtedly 
have been safe even closer. 
The light comes first, and with 
it, simultaneously, the flash of 
heat and the X-rays unleashed by 
the bomb. They are all quickly 
gone. Next comes the blast. 
If you’re in an automobile, open 
the windows a bit and fall flat on 
the seat or floor. 
Autos have been exposed to test 
bombs. W ith windows closed, win­ 
dows and windshields often were 
blown in, and broken glass could 
cut occupants. Tops were caved 
in. 
But with windows slightly 
open, this damage often did not 
happen. 


UNDERGROUND BEST 
Underground shelters are, obvi­ 
ously, the 
best protection. 
But 
even shelters th at stand above 
ground could save many lives in 
areas outside the immediate cen­ 
ter of destruction. Concrete shel­ 
ters—usable as toolsheds or spare 
storage rooms near homes that 
lacked strong basement shelters— 
stood up well despite being with­ 
in a half mile or so of the atomic 
blast In Nevada last May. 
Animals survived th at blast in 
those shelters. These animals now 
are being observed to learn wheth­ 
er hum ans in such shelters might 
have suffered harm 
from 
the 
blast effects, or from radiation. 
The heat flash is one hazard of 
atomic blasts. An intense heat 
wave reaches out, capable of giv­ 
ing «kin flash burns, or setting 
Are to highly ignitable materials. 
The intensity — the 
ability 
to 
cause burns—falls off extremely 
rapidly with distance 
from 
the 
bomb. 


ENOUGH DENSITY 
Generally 
speaking, 
anything 
which is dense enough to cast a 
s h a d o w 
can 
give 
protection 
against the flash burn. 
The heat flesh can start fires. 


So can a blast which might knock 
over a kerosene lamp or even a 
candle. 
Danger from fires started by 
pilot lights on gas stoves may be 
very minor. In one test home in 
Nevada, the blast blew out the pi­ 
lot light on a kitchen gas stove, 
with no fire or damage. 
Closed Venetian blinds in one 
test stopped the heat flash, pre­ 
venting fires of draperies or furni­ 
ture. The blinds were blown down 
by the blast arriving some seconds 
later. 
One atomic specialist gives this 
advice: 
“If you see or sense that in­ 
tense light, duck and count to 10. 
If you reach 10, you have sur­ 
vived. Then you can check to 
see whether you have suffered 
any injuries.” 
There still could be hazard from 
radioactive fallout.

Strife Denied 


SAN FRANCISCO (U.R)—Federal 
Judge Louis E. Goodman yesterday 
denied a petition by the Sebasto­ 
pol Apple Growers Union to stay 
his order requiring two officials of 
the growers' cooperative to appear 
at a National Labor Relations 
Board hearing on unfair labor 
practice charges. 
But in 
denying the 
request, 
Goodman advised N athan Berke, 
representing the growers, to ask 
board field examiner Jam es R. 
Hemingway “to look into his heart 
and give a continuance of a few 
days.” 
Berke, in asking for the stay, 
said William H. McGuire, sales 
manager, and Leonard Duckworth, 
plant manager for the growers, 
could not attend the hearing next 
Monday because they were busy 
trying to process a six-million- 
dollar apple crop in the face of 
picketing by the AFL Teamsters 
Union. 
Meanwhile the teamsters charged 
th at Mexican nationals and chil­ 
dren were being used as strike­ 
breakers at four Sebastopol area 
apple processing plants. 
The Associated Farms of Cali­ 
fornia Issued a denial. 
♦•This is untrue,” said Executive 
Secretary Charles Gibbs.

them? 'They’re self-centered 
messes. 
Recently a psychiatrist made a 
study of them. He started with his 
own city, then included others. He 
confined the study to grownups 
raised in completely "permissive” 
homes. That meAis raised by par­ 
ents who allowed them to do any­ 
thing they wanted to do. No dis­ 
cipline. 
After his study the psychiatrist 
said sadly, “permissively raised 
children become emotionally dis­ 
turbed adults. They become ego­ 
centric, intolerant of frustration, 
lacking in control, lacking in per- 
severence. They are antagonistic. 
They are unable to cope with the 
ordinary buffetings of life.” That’s 
quite a conclusion, isn’t it? 
Babies need complete freedom 
for the first year or so. After that 
they need direction. They must 
rely on their parents to teach 
them right and wrong. They have 
to learn what they can and can’t 
do. Unless they’re guided, they’ll 
always flounder. 
Some of us overdo discipline. 
That's as bad as under-doing it. 
Our kids need our constant love. 
They need the fewest possible 
rules. But the rules should be con­ 
sistently enforced. As they grow 
older the amount of freedom given 
them can be expanded. They need 
as much liberty as they can handle 
safely. But they’ve an equally im­ 
portant need for consistent kindly 
guidance and discipline. 
Don’t indulge your children, 
friends.

This fund 
was started by federation leaders 
two decades ago, and so carefully 
has the board of trustees managed 
It, that the principal is still intact, 
The California Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, with its combined 
junior and senior membership of 
81.000 is third largest in the Gen­ 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs 
which includes clubs in the 48 
states, District of Columbia, Alas­ 
ka and Hawaii. Pennsylvania is 
the largest with 87,000 members, 
while Illinois iss econd with 86,000. 
When asked in a recent inter­ 
view what this great combination 
of high finance and tremendous 
woman power accomplishes, Mrs. 
Gerald Whitaker of Berkeley, state 
president, cited the following 
achievements selected at random 
from the most recent reports. 
California clubwomen gave $39,- 
000 in the past two years for schol­ 
arships.

With Injustice Of Being Talked At 
Dear Dr. Samuel Hayakawa: 
Not long ago I wrote a little 
piece about your advice to would- 
be good listener*. Not only that, I 
started right in trying to take it. 
Now I ieel it is my duty to in­ 
form you that I can’t keep on. Not 
only is my neck so stiff that 1 
can’t turn it, but I am tense in 
every muscle and filled with a bit­ 
ter feeling of injustice because 
everybody takes advantage of the 
good listener. 
Of course. I’ve had some rather 
severe challenges. By chance a col­ 
lection of the biggest talkers I 
know have, since I wrote that col­ 
umn, descended upon me. Over the 
telephone, when they warned me 
of their intentions, they said with 
charming concern, “We want to 
hear everything you’ve been do­ 
ing!" 
Oddly enough, I took them at 
their word and in anticipation 
sharpened up some of my best ex­ 
periences with flora and fauna 
here on the farm. These are still 
unused, available for any comer. 
Because the most I ever got a 
chance to do in five strenuous 
encounters was nod, smile, and 
utter something brilliant like 
"Yes,” “No,” or “Really?” 
In the meantime I have learned 
what Bert thinks the Communists 
are REALLY up to and what we 
should do about it; every single 
thing that happened last week to 
each of Anne’s three children, in­ 
cluding the married one I’ve never 
even met; the details of a gall­ 
bladder operation on a woman for 
whom Harriet arranged flowers on 
her Gray Lady day at the hos­ 
pital. 
I served high tea with a par­ 
ticularly good chocolate cake—and 
heard about the magnificent cake 
with a new non-boiled icing recipe 
available in a certain Kankakee 


coffee shoppe; I heard glowing re­ 
ports of the work of (a) a rival 
columnist and (b) a rival radio 
commentator. I received an A to Z 
critique, most unfavorable, upon 
the appearance of one of my best 
friends on a recent television show 
("because we think you really 
ought to tell her how this im­ 
pressed the public, dear.”) 
During this grim period of de­ 
terminedly entering into the spirit 
of your idea of good listenership, 
Doctor, I had not one question 
addressed to me, not one break in 
which I could relate an experience, 
express an opinion. I assure you 
there were moments when in a 
combination of muscle fatigue 
from holding the fixed smile and 
keeping the mouth shut I came 
near screaming. There were pan­ 
icky seconds, too, when I won­ 
dered in a kind of conversational 
claustrophobia whether I could 
ever again reenter the world of 
give and take.

Appetites do lag during a pro­ 
longed hot spell. So, often, does 
mother’s ambition to stand over 
a hot stove. 
However, growing bodies need 
the same kind of nourishment in 
hot weather as in cold. Children 
need milk, meat, vegetables, fruits, 
cereal in summer as well as in 
winter. 
If you’re wise, smart and mod­ 
ern you’ll plan meals that contain 
all these things healthy little bod­ 
ies need and still not spend much 
time over the hot stove. Use frozen 
foods, ready mixes and pre-cooked 
foods. 
From the nutritional point of 
view, it makes little difference 
whether the food is hot or cold. 
Cold soup, jellied chicken, tuna

fish salad, all carry the same body 
building elements as the same 
foods served hot. 
But don’t call a moratorium on 
hot food in hot weather. Children, 
and the rest of the family too, 
get tired of a diet of salads. Select 
your hot foods for their quick 
cooking qualities; meats that can 
be broiled or fried rather than 
baked, soups In cans rather than 
home made. 
Many summertime meals are 
picnics and food out of doors. If 
you have a backyard grill you 
probably have learned lots of tricks 
for easy good hot meals, and meals 
where Dad and the kids do the 
cooking and call it fun. 
Summertime picnics have their 
hazards, too. In hot weather food 
spoils easily. Germs grow quickly 
in unrefrigerated food. If food is 
thoroughly cooked Just before it is 
eaten germs will be killed and the 
food do you no harm. But if a food 
like a potato salad, or ground meat 
for sandwiches is prepared in the 
morning, then carried several 
hours in a hot car it may contain 
so many germs that the whole 
family will have acute stomach 
upsets the next day. 
Picnics are wonderful, but guard 
your family’s health with & few 
rules such as these. 
Never more than half an hour 
between refrigerator and table. 
If the trip is longer than this 
time, arrange for some refrigera­ 
tion en route or else carry the food 
in unopened cans. 
Cook-outs are perhaps best of 
all. Meat that is broiled over an 
open fire not only tastes wonder­ 
ful but is much safer than in cold 
sandwiches. 
Children need milk whether at 
home or on a picnic. Fresh milk 
is difficult to carry and hard to 
keep cool. Try using canned milk. 
Take the unopened cans, dilute 
with water at mealtime. Carry 
your own water ir you’re not sure 
of the supply at the picnic spot. 
If the children do not care for 
the taste of evaporated milk, add a 
little flavoring. The addition of a 
little chocolate syrup, or a mashed 
banana, or a can of baby pureed 
prunes or apricots to the evapo­ 
rated milk make delightful drinks 
that add a special party flavor to 
the picnic. 
If your small fry are scornful of 
canned milk don’t let them see you 
open the can. The strong flavor 
you add to the milk completely 
masks the canned taste of the milk 
and they'll drink the finished 
product with gusto if they don’t 
know its’ canned milk.

The Legislation Committee of 
the California Federation of Busi­ 
ness and Professional Women’s 
Clubs, Inc., is rallying once more 
under the standard of Equal Pay 
for Equal Work. 
At a planning session In San 
Francisco Saturday, Aug. 6, com­ 
mittee members decided their 
legislative program for the next 
two years will put primary empha­ 
sis on bringing an amendment to 
the state’s Equal Pay .Law out of 
the 1957 lesgislature. 
The federation lost its fight to 
amend the law in the 1955 ses­ 
sion. (AB 498, introduced by As­ 
semblyman Charles Chapel of In­ 
glewood, provided strengthening 
amendments to the six-year-old 
Equal Pay Law. It came out the 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
late in the session with a “Do 
Pass” recommendation, but was 
voted down on the floor of the 
upper house. BPWC was respon­ 
sible for urging the law originally, 
but has considered it ineffectual 
because of crippling amendments 
attached before the bill was 
passed.) 
The renewed effort will stress 
legislative objectives and tech­ 
niques for working with legislators, 


education of club members in 
according to Ruth Church Gupta, 
San Francisco attorney who heads 
the State Legislation Committee. 
A survey of local employment 
practices, conducted in their own 
communities by the Federation’s 
16,000 members, is expected to bol­ 
ster the organization’s argument 
that the Equal Pay Law requires 
strengthening. 
The committee also plans to quiz 
candidates for election to the State' 
Legislature on their attitude to­ 
ward Equal Pay Legislation, and 
supply them with background in­ 
formation on Federation-sponsored 
amendments. 
Occupying a secondary position, 
but still definitely a part of the 
BPWC legislative platform are 
other equalization measures; 
1. Revision of Part 4 of the La­ 
bor Code, creating separate parts 
for women and for minors. 
2. Revision of the eight-hour law 
to permit women to work in excess 
of 8 hours per day. 
3. Extension of minimum wage 
and maximum hour legislation to 
men as well as women. 
4. Revision of probate laws, in­ 
heritance tax laws and community 
property laws.

Fourth Street Saloons 
No Credit To San Rafael 


"Inadequate parking is not the only prob­ 
lem that faces San Rafael's Fourth Street/' 
a reader wrote to the Independent-Joumal 
recently. 
Unfortunately, the letter was unsigned 
and thus could not be published. 
But the 
situation it discussed is nonetheless worthy 
of consideration. 
The key sentence of the letter said, "Bars 
have their place in the community as well 
as any other business establishment, but the 
instant they become a nuisance to the public 
during shopping hours, something should be 
done." 
We agnee. 
And we expect almost every­ 
body will agree. 
The question that might be disputed is 
whether we have any bars along Fourth 
Street in San Rafael that constitute a nui­ 
sance. 
Our answer would be YES. 
Not all of the bars along Fourth are of­ 
fenders; not even a majority of them are 
anything but well-operated. 
But, as the 
letter writer indicated, the very few that are 
offenders are a detriment to the community. 
There isn’t much commendable about the 


juke-box din nor the odor that issues forth 
from the offending bars spotted through the 
shopping district, where the sidewalks carry 
a high percentage of women and children 
pedestrians. 
Occasionally, a bar patron or two emerge 
on unsteady legs, sometimes muttering ob­ 
scenities which may or may not be directed 
to passing women. 
This kind of thing is not a credit to our 
town. 
We are quite sure that the owners 
of the properties involved would not approve 
such a state of affairs for they can’t help 
but know that their property values must in 
the long run suffer. 
The organized beverage industry certainly 
goes to great lengths to combat the public 
reaction that this kind of situation leads 
to. 
The new state liquor control depart­ 
ment doesn’t approve. 
At least 99 per cent 
of tavern operators disapprove. 
So the sentiment in favor of a clean-up 
of the very few offenders should be nearly 
unanimous.

Let us hope wre see a quick/voluntary 
change for the better. 


Our Land-Heavy Uncle Sam 


We have long known that Uncle Sam was 
the biggest land owner in California. But it 
wasn’t until recently that an inventory made 
of federal property revealed that his holdings 
amount to 46 million acres. That’s 46.4 per­ 
cent of the state’s total area. 
Uncle owns more than 60,000 buildings in 
California—many of them small, but also 
included in that number are huge office 


structures. 
Nearly $3^4 billion has been spent by the 
national government to obtain land in the 
Golden State for military installations and 
other purposes. It is conservatively estimated 
that it could now be sold for twice that 
much. 
California has the most federal building

space of any state—more than $ 1 ^ t>ilHon 
worth, including military buildings. It has 
$430 million worth of federal housing-also 
the most for any state. 
Federal land holdings in California, much 
of which have always been held by Wash­ 
ington, Include 20 million acres of national 
forests, 171/2 million acres of grazing lands, 
4 million acres of parks and monuments, 1.3 
million acres for reclamation and irrigation, 
750,000 for airfields, 2.6 million for military 
posts and 65,000 for flood control and navi­ 
gation. 
The administration has promised greater 
speed in turning over "surplus" lands to the 
states or individual citizens. There must be 
plenty here that can be turned over.

GETTYSBURG, Pa. (A>) — So 
the world la going to pot, eh?

How does this sound, then: 
“There was a sight to be seen 
in broad daylight a few days 
ago, in front of th»> presidential 
mansion, which gave those who 
witnessed it a shocking idea of 
the onward strides which the vice 
of intemperance has made in 
‘good society’ during the last two 
years. 


“A WOMAN clad is the rich­ 
est and most fashionable gar­ 
ments, with diamonds flashing 
from her slender fingers in the 
slant western sunshine, sat on 
the stone balustrade, unable to 
proceed on her homeward wralk 
without betraying herself. 
“At last she rose and started 
on, swaying to and fro, and yet 
soon rested again, utterly unable 
to proceed. The carriage of a for­ 
eign minister passed by—the poor 
woman was noticed — and it 
turned, stopped, took the lady, 
and carried her to her luxurious 
home. 


“FOR THE LADY is wealthy, 
and occupies a high social posi­ 


tion; but she was drunk in the 
streets of Washington!” 
What’s all this? An item from 
one of those slush magazines 
that smell up the newsstands to­ 
day? 
No, it’s taken from page one 
of a highly respectable news­ 
paper, one that described itself 
as “a family journal — devoted 
to foreign and domestic news, 
politics, 
literature, 
agriculture, 
education, morality, science and 
art.” 
The date was Nov. 24, 1863. 
That particular issue happened 
to be preserved because a fel­ 
low named Lincoln made an ad­ 
dress here the week before, and 
there was a piece in the paper 
about it. 
It’s encouraging, sometimes, to 
dig into the past. Our revered 
ancestors weren’t necessarily so 
much better than we are, after 
all. 


IT’S BEEN A long time since 
a woman, with or without dia­ 
monds flashing, made a charac­ 
ter out of herself in front of the 
White House. 
Let’s have a second look at 
what was going on in the world 
when Lincoln was in the White 
House, the Confederates were 
banging at the gates of Knox­ 
ville, and it took 6H hours for

Wish he was 
still around. Our whims are get­ 
ting out of hand. 


THIS ADAMS COUNTY fami­ 
ly journal was not without a 
sense of humor. It has an item 
about a woman in Bangor, Me., 
quite a piece removed from the 
1863 battle lines, who saw a bal­ 
loon ascension and drove her 
children indoors, screaming: 
“There’s one of Jeff Davis’ big 
bombshells.” 
Newspapers were more sure 
of themselves in those days. 
They carried advice to their 
readers in the news columns. 
Here’s a sample from the same 
front page, addressed to wom­ 
en: 
“All 
men 
are 
vain; 
never 
wound this vanity; even in the 
most trifling instances. A woman 
may have more sense than her 
husband, but she should never 
seem to know it. 
“When a husband is out of 
temper, 
behave 
obligingly 
to 
him; if he is abusive, never re­ 
tort; and never prevail over him 
to humble him."

New Law Transfers Authority 


From People To Teachers Group 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — It is 
quite 
possible 
that 
someday, 
people are going to wake up and 
find out how much of the free­ 
dom upon which the country is 
based has been taken away from 
them through the medium of 
special interests, lobbyists and 
groups of favored government 
employees. 


One of the latest straws in the 
wind, and these straws blown 
together can make quite a heap 
of hay, is the writing into state 
law of a special 
privilege 
to 
teachers of California. This new 
law, which goes into effect next 
month, provides that the “find­ 
ings of a panel of educators, com­ 
posed of representatives of a 
state-wide 
professional educa­ 
tional association, may be ac­ 
cepted as court evidence in a 
contested teacher dismissal case 
involving competency or fitness.” 


THE CALIFORNIA Teachers 
Assn., which maintains a thor­ 
oughly effective lobby in Sacra­ 
mento, 
engineered 
this 
1 a w 
through State Sen. Nelson P. 
Dilworth of Riverside County, 
who, surprisingly 
enough, 
has 
usually been on the side of the 
people. 
The association, which pre­ 
viously lobbied the state into ad­ 
ditional taxes, boasts in a press 
release that the Dilworth meas­ 
ure gives “the legal status of a 
profession to teaching for the 
first time in American history.” 


'DON'T FORGET TO W illi ** 


“The bin," says Arthur P. 
Corey, executive secretary, “is 
really the outgrowth of a num­ 
ber of years of experimentation 
by the CTA in a plan to cloak 
the teaching profession in Cali­ 
fornia with self-disciplinary au­ 
thority similar to that in the le­ 
gal and medical professions." 


IT IS SOMEWHAT surprising 
to hear that teaching hasn’t been 
a profession, for certainly those 
who are entrusted with the fu­ 
ture of the country through its 
youth are entitled to be of pro­ 
fessional standing. 
Yet the normal concept of the 
schools, or at least what has 
been a normal concept until the 
CTA started 'taking over, is that 
the schools are the property of 
the people, who elect district 
management such as boards of 
trustees and boards of education. 
These boards theoretically are 
responsible to the people as their 
elected representatives, or ap­ 
pointed representatives, the ap­ 
pointments coming from higher 
governmental agencies which are 
elected. 


Thus, the Dilworth bill ap­ 
pears to be a move to take the 
decision out of the hands of 
the people, and lodge it in the 
California Teachers Assn. In 
other words, the tenure-pro­ 
tected teacher has one more 
count on his behalf when and 
If the board finds him incom­ 
petent, and 
desires 
his 
re­ 
placement. 


Certainly, a board of education 
or board of trustees should know 
whether a teacher is competent, 
or is not competent, without 
finding it necessary to fight in 
court a finding of a “panel of 
educators’* appointed from the 
California Teachers Assn., who 
may be colleagues of the very 
teacher on trial. 
Long ago, the board was di­ 
vested of its authority to release 
a tenure teacher without a trial. 
Thus the teachers have privileges 
which are not accorded to peo­ 
ple who happen to be employed 
in private business or industry. 
It begins to 
look 
like, 
in 
the future, with a few more 
steps like the Dilworth bill, that 
there will be no vestige of au­ 
thority left for the representa­ 
tives of the people.

Stand Explained

Independent-Journal: 
T h e 
p e o p l e backing the 
Marshland Referendum h a v e 
been asked to identify them­ 
selves. We, who are actively pro­ 
testing the 3 to 2 decision of the 
city council *to rezone the marsh­ 
lands from residential to com­ 
mercial, are your neighbors. 
A spontaneous gathering of in­ 
terested citizens disclosed an ur­ 
gent need for & clarification of 
the many statements in this con­ 
troversy. We dug into records, 
studied the master plan, and 
checked with attorneys and ar­ 
chitects. From this material as­ 
sembled by many workers, we 
drew the pertinent facts to put 
into printed form. Every figure 
quoted in our brochure can be 
verified from city hall records. 
No one has all the answers yet. 
It is self-evident that commercial 
zoning of the marshlands will 
forever close the door on the type 
of recreational and school de­ 
velopment that is becoming in­ 
creasingly urgent in this area. 
Many in our city government, 
who are looking into the future 
of Mill Valley, urge that this 
drastic step be held in abeyance. 
They recognize that there must 
be a better solution to this prob­ 
lem. 
The question continues to arise 
as to the possibility of a bond 
issue and how much money will 
be needed. Until a more definite 
plan is developed and a valid ap­ 
praisal is made of this property, 
on one knows how much money 
is needed and whether or not a 
bond issue will be called for. Our 
first concern is to save this land 
by preventing its being rezoned 
fo r 
commercial 
development. 
Improvements to the land can 
be made later as the need for 
recreational areas increase. Le­ 
gally, our referendum petition 
can only ask the city council to 
reverse its decision or to put the 
question before the voters. 
'The parks, beaches and beau­ 
ty spots of Marin County, that 
many of us take for granted, 
were not preserved for us with­ 
out struggle and sacrifice. The 
unselfish efforts of many, many 
people have gone into preserv­ 
ing 
these 
recreational 
areas. 
Zone the marshlands for com­ 
mercial use and the gateway to 
Mill Valley is forever blighted. 
There is no formal or elabor­ 
ate organization back of this 
movement.

LONDON — There are some 
remarkable 
parallels 
between 
British and American politics to­ 
day. 
You don’t have to be in 
London long before they come 
into view. They are, I think, sub­ 
stantial similarities, not surface 
similarities, and 
suggest that 
like political forces are at work 
in both countries. 


THE PRINCIPAL parallels are 
these: 
1—Prime 
Minister 
Sir 
An­ 
thony Eden is trying to give his 
Conservative party — within the 
terms of British domestic policy 
—the same kind of lberal look 
that 
President Eisenhower is 
trying to give the Republican 
party in the U.S. 
2—Despite the personal pres­ 
tige of Eisenhower and Eden, 
each is faced with an opposition 
party which itself commands 
majority — or something very 
near to majority—support among 
the voters. 
3—The Labor party in Britain 
has lost much of its special ap­ 
peal and political “oomph” — 
even as the New Deal has in 
America. Each will very likely 
have to have a new set of issues 
and new ideas to come back to 
power. 
4—The Conservative party in 
Britain and the Republican par­ 
ty in the United States are no 
longer being held responsible in 
the minds of most voters in 
either country for the depres­ 
sion years of the thirties. Labor 
tried to make this issue against 
the Conservatives here this spring 
and failed just as the Democrats 
tried to make the same issue 
against Eisenhower in ’52 and 
failed. 


THERE IS ONE marked dis­ 
similarity in British and Ameri­ 
can politics. Here the Labor par­ 
ty is grievously split — there are 
practically two Labor parties — 
between 
t h e 
Attlee-Oaitskell 
moderates and the Bevanite ex­ 
tremists. It could keep Labor 
out of office for a long time. In 
the U.S. the Democratic party is 
more united than it has been for 
a long time and if it loses next 
year it will probably not be for 
reasons of disunity. 
All these points can be fully 
documented. 
Eden is trying to demonstrate 
to the British voters that the 
Conservative party is not syn­ 
onymous with the aristocracy 
and landed gentry even as Eisen­ 
hower is trying to prove to the 
American voters that the .Re­ 
publican party is not synony­ 


mous with Big Business. Each is 
trying to consolidate his Parlia­ 
mentary — and Congressional— 
followers more solidly and con­ 
sistently behind broad, humani­ 
tarian, as opposed to class, poli­ 
cies. Both run into considerable 
right-wing 
opposition, 
within 
their own parties. 


MY IMPRESSION is that thus 
far Sir Anthony is making great­ 
er headway reforming the Con­ 
servative party than President 
Eisenhower has made in reform­ 
ing the Republican party. 
There are two reasons. One is 
the 
greater 
voting 
discipline 
within the British political par­ 
ties because in the parliamen­ 
tary system a vote against the 
leadership of the Party can 
bring the downfall of the gov­ 
ernment together with an un­ 
wanted election. The second is 
the fact that Churchill, Eden, 
Chancellor of 
the 
Exchequer 
Richard A. Butler and others 
have been working at it longer 
than the President. 


THE ELECTORATE in both 
countries continues to be close­ 
ly divided despite the Elsenhow­ 
er and Eden victories. In the 
U.S. the Democratic party is still 
the majority party as the 1954 
elections showed. In Britain the 
Conservatives came to power in 
1951 with a minority of the to­ 
tal vote. This was because La­ 
bor’s vote was concentrated in 
fewer districts. Even though the 
Conservatives won a 59-seat ma­ 
jority in the House of Commons, 
the British vote in the May elec­ 
tion split 49.85 for the Conser­ 
vatives to 48.51 for Labor. The 
Conservatives didn’t so much win 
this last election as Labor lost 
it; the normal Conservative, vote 
fell off a half million; the nor­ 
mal Labor vote fell of a million 
and a half. 
Thus the conservative parties 
in both countries must continue 
to win the independent floating 
vote if they are to continue to 
win elections. 
The British Labor party will 
find it difficult to galvanize its 
potential vote soon again unless 
it can unite its own forces be­ 
hind fresh political ideas. Most 
of its reform 
objectives 
have 
either been 
achieved 
or 
em­ 
braced 
by 
the 
Conservatives, 
Some Labor leaders complain 
that 
“Eden 
has 
stolen 
our 
clothes.” At the same time the 
majority of the voters have be­ 
come disenchanted with nation­ 
alization and Labor itself ij 
backing away from nationaliza- 
tion more and more.

Americans Owe $12 Billion 
On Cars Bought On Time

NEW YORK 
(JP) — Those 
hordes of shiny, brilliantly hued 
cars flashing by you on the 
highway—are they running peo­ 
ple too much in debt? 
The unusually large stocks on 
dealers’ hands as the 1955 model 
year nears the close — will they 
be sold at a profit, or at big dis­ 
counts and dangerously liberal 
payment terms? 
It’s one of the hottest debates 
today. 


NEVER BEFORE have auto 
makers turned out so many cars. 
Never before have Americans 
bought so many. Never before 
has outstanding automobile cred­ 
it been so huge. 


Before World War II Ameri­ 
cans owed lH billion dollars on 
their cars. This summer they 
owe ÍZM billion. 


Auto makers and imance com­ 
panies say there’s nothing to 
worry about. National income 
has gone up steadily. The load 
isn’t too heavy for prosperous 
Americans to carry, they say, 
.and besides—much of the pres­ 
ent prosperity is due to credit 
buying. 
For proof they point to the 
low rate of repossessions, to the 
American habit of meeting pay­ 
ments even when things tighten 
up & little. 
“Our auto loan delinquencies 
are at an all-time low," says F. 
R. Wills, president of General 
Motors Acceptance Corp. 


Universal C.I.T. Corp. reports 
that since the war Americans 
have financed 84 billion dollars 
to buy cars and have so far re­ 
paid 72 billion. It thinks 10 mil­ 
lion car buyers 
will 
complete 
payments this year — and be 
driving debt-free cars. 


BUT OTHERS aren’t so sure. 
The Federal Reserve Board, for 
example, is nervous about the 
total debt in all fields. Corpor­ 
ate debt has been going up, and 
bank loans to business have 
grown at a season when they 
usually drop. The Federal debt 
creeps higher, and state and lo­ 
cal indebtedness swells at a fast­ 
er 
rate. 
The 
home 
building 
boom has been fed by easy mort­ 
gage terms. 
The National Automobile Deal­ 
ers Assn. warns its 30,000 mem­ 
bers: 
“There’s nothing smart 
about too-liberal credit terms. 
Right now, it’s up to dealers to 
put a stop to crazy credit, and 
start back on the road to sanity."

State Gives $2.2 Million In 
Basic Aid To Marin Schools 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Roy E. 
Simpson, state superintendent of 
public instruction, today certified 
basic aid apportionments to school 
districts 
with 
State 
Controller 
Robert C. Kirkwood. 
The total apportionment, subject 
to revision and correction if neces­ 
sary, amounts to $279,695,791, of 
which $2,267,420 goes to Marin 
County. 
The 1955 Legislature, Simpson 
pointed out, changed the law to 
provide for an earlier apportion­ 
ment. Formerly, funds reached the 
schools about Oct. 1. 
The new law provides one tenth 
of the basic aid accruing to each 


school district, based on partially 
verified reports of school districts 
on the number of children in aver­ 
age daily attendance made each 
month during August and Septem­ 
ber. The principal apportionment 
is certified Sept. 25. 


Net result of the change in the 
law, Simpson said, makes it poss­ 
ible for the school district to re­ 
ceive funds each calendar month. 


Approximately $28 million is be­ 
ing distributed in August, and a 
like am ount will be distributed in 
September. Balance of the prin­ 
cipal apportionment will be dis­ 
tributed monthly thereafter.

Job Rights 


Officials or employees of gov­ 
ernm ent agencies 
in 
California, 
who serve a tour of duty in the 
armed forces are entitled to re­ 
turn to their former positions un­ 
less they voluntarily extend their 
military obligations. 
This rule, according to' W. P. 
(Doc) 
Duhamel,- M arin 
County 
veterans service officer, applies to 
officials or employees of the state 
and of counties, cities and vir­ 
tually all political subdivisions, 
such as school districts and water 
districts, except th at state em­ 
ployees are not affected by the 
restriction on voluntary re-enlist- 
ments until Jan. 1, 1956. 
Duhamel emphasized th at eligi­ 
ble local and regional employees 
must take advantage of their re­ 
employment rights within three 
m onths after returning from duty 
— state 
employees 
within 
six 
months. 
The job rights law for state 
workers is similar to the federal 
Reemployment Rights Act, which 
gives a 80-day job re-instatem ent 
privilege to persons who work for 
private employers. 
Veterans m ust have a discharge 
other than dishonorable, advised 
Duhamel. They may return to their 
former positions during term inal 
leave if they wish. 
Salaries, sick leave and vaca­ 
tions don’t accrue during the mili­ 
tary absenoe of a veteran, he add­ 
ed; however, if a veteran’s job 
has ceased to exist during his ab­ 
sence he has the right to be re­ 
instated in a position of like sen­ 
iority, status and pay or to a com­ 
parable vacant position for which 
he is qualified. 
The law also says th at veterans

state 
employment 
may not be discharged without 
cause within one year after being 
restored to their jobs.

CAPE HATTERAS, N.C. (U.PJ-Hurricane Connie smack­ 
ed against the North Carolina coast today and headed north 
toward the heavily populated Eastern Seaboard while far to 
the southeast another tropical storm reached full hurricane 
strength.

On Zoning 


After years of fretting over zon­ 
ing violations, San Anselmo city 
fathers have decided to crack a 
legal whip over residents in first 
class residential districts who own 
duplexes or apartments. 
City Atty. John Buresh, instruct­ 
ed by the council to take the mat­ 
ter to court, is preparing court ac­ 
tion against seven violators, the 
opening salvo in a drive that may 
eventually crack down on more 
than 100 homoeowners. 
The city attorney announced 
yesterday he will file suits in Ma­ 
rin Superior Court next week, ask­ 
ing the court permanently to re­ 
strain property owners from oper­ 
ating multiple housing units in 
the first class residential areas. 
The city council has decided it 
will no longer tolerate duplexes or 
apartments in the one-family dis­ 
tricts, the attorney said. 
The city feels that the home­ 
owners should either conform to 
the zoning laws or apply to the 
city council for rezoning. The le­ 
gal crackdown will begin on the 
“most flagrant cases of violations, 
many of them in the Hawthorne 
Hills and Morningside Court ar 
eas, Buresh said. 
Police Chief Donald T. Wood 
reported the first sevent violators 
to the city council this week, and 
city fathers authorized the attor­ 
ney to seek a court injunction 
against the following:

Bomb Found In N.Y. Theater 
May Identify Would-Be Killer 


Liquor Control 
Agent Named 


N EW Y O R K (U.R)—Police experts 
hoped their dismantling of a pow­ 
erful home-made bomb today will 
yield a clue to the identity of the 
maniac who has planted 23 ex­ 
plosives in crowded places in the 
past 15 years. 
The latest bomb manufuctured 
by the mysterious would-be killer 
was found last night in the slashed 
cushion of a seat in the huge Roxy 
Theater where more than 2,000 
persons were watching a movie. 
Also found in the cushion was a 
bone-handled knife used to make 
the slash, another trademark of 
the madman. 
Police said a prelim inary inspec­ 
tion of the bomb showed it to be 
made by the same man who has 
planted 22 other crude devices in 
downtown theaters, railroad sta­ 
tions and the public library. 
Several bombs have been found 
in recent months and police, com­ 
pletely baffled by the man’s meth­ 
od of operation, are conducting a 
frantic investigation with the hope 
of finding him before one of his 
bombs kills someone. 
Had the bomb found in the Roxy 
gone off it could have killed a 
number of people, police said. An 
expert said several bombs left by 
the madman could have killed any­ 


one within ten feet of it and in ­ 
jured anyone within about 30 feet 
of it. 
Several of the bombs have ex­ 
ploded and seven persons have 
been injured. M any of the devices 
have been duds, however, because 
of their crude construction. They 
usually consist of a length of pipe 
containing a powerful explosive, 
a cheap watch and a detonator. 


The bomb found last night was 
made of a one-inch pipe about 
five inches long. Police said it 
apparently lay unnoticed for most 
of the day before John Sena, a 
theater upholsterer, took the seat 
apart to repair the slash. 


CH ICAGO (U.R)— Cellophane tape 
is being used to close wounds 
and is proving superior to stitches 
in many cases, according to Science 
Digest. 
Dr. Paul Williamson, of Walsh, 
Colo., reported in an article that 
he used the tape in closing 91 skin 
lacerations, and that results have 
been encouraging. 
He said there is a relative ab­ 
sence 
of 
pain 
compared 
with 
stitching, and the final appear­ 
ance of the wound has been bet­ 
ter. Healing also is speeded up, he 
said. 
William son said stitches “may 
soon became ? cruel and archaic 
way to close minor lacerations.” 
He added that studies already are 
under way on the use of cello­ 
phane tape in closing major surgi­ 
cal wounds.

B E R K E L E Y (U.R)— The B a y Area 
renewed its claim to be the atom- 
smashing capital of the world to­ 
day w ith the disclosure th at new 
facilities are being installed in two 
laboratories. 


D r. Ernest O. Lawrence, director 
of the U niversity of C alifornia R a ­ 
diation Laboratory, disclosed that 
an atom smasher far more power­ 
fu l than any built before is under 
construction at the Liverm ore R a ­ 
diation Laboratory. 


Shell 
Developm ent 
Co.

nounced it has bought a three- 
m illion volt atom smasher for its 
Em eryville 
Research 
Laboratory. 
The unit is described as “ the most 
powerful radiation source available 
to industry.” 
Lawrence made his announce­ 
m ent yesterday in a speech to the 
International Conference on the 
Peaceful Uses of Atom ic Energy 
in Geneva. He said the m achine 
is actually an adaptation of a lin ­ 
ear accelerator invented several 
years ago by Dr. Louis Alvarez at 
the university. 
The first of three sections of the 
new accelerator already has been 
put into operations at Liverm ore, 
Law rence said. It w ill produce up 


to 250,000 times as m any particles 
a second as the largest cyclotron, 
although at far lower energies, he 
said. 


“ I cannot help but wonder w hat 
new knowledge w ill come from the 
availab ility in the laboratory of 
these very high currents of high 
energy particles,” Lawrence said. 
“ Ju st as it is certain th at new 
things of great interest w ill indeed 
turn up, so we m ay be confident 
th at plans w ill go forward to build 
additional acceleration sections for 
this m achine for even higher vol­ 
tages.”

dollar Shell u nit w ill be in opera­ 
tion next June. It w ill be used to 
study the effects of atomic radia­ 
tion on fuels, lubricants, plastics 
and other products derived from 
oil.

This campaign was outlined to­ 
day at the 72-nation atoms-for- 
peace conference by D r.

L. L. Spar, of the 
U niversity of Rochester at Roch­ 
ester, N .Y,

said, 
would direct the powerful rays of 
radioactive m aterial only against 
the cancer without harm ing sur­ 
rounding tissue. And radioactive 
m aterial attached to the “ hom ing” 
m issile would stay put, they added. 
The researchers said they are 
working on the theory that various 
tissues and organs of the hum an 
and anim al body have w ithin them 
specific 
chem ical 
antibodies 
to 
help protect those areas against 
disease. 


They said it m ight be possible 
to isolate these antibodies and use 
them as carriers of radioactive 
substances to particular areas of 
the body.

ToSurvival 'In Chains' 


(The Republic of Korea's 80- 
year - old 
President 
Syngman 
Rhee could set off the powder 
kef to war in Korea at any time. 
Right now he has the United 
States begging him to call off 
violent demonstrations that have 
injured some 27 American sol­ 
diers. In this dispatch, written 
for United Press, he philoso­ 
phizes about life, offers some 
advice and talks about the peo­ 
ple he hates most—the Commu­ 
nists.) 


By SYNGMAN RHEE 


SEOUL (U.R)—Living happily is 
not im portant in this world of 
ours. W hat counts is to live con­ 
structively, to stand for the right 
and never surrender principles to 
expediency. 
Good health, m entally and phys­ 
ically, is the secret of anyone’s 
productive energy and long life. I 
am fortunate in having a good 
wife who looks after my health so 
carefully th a t I have to give it 
very little thought myself. 
The idea of G reek tragedy th a t 
th e struggle is more im portant 
th an the victory contains a great 
deal of tru th . I do not agree with 
the ancient Greeks th a t m an can­ 
not trium ph over his baser side, 
but I do believe w holeheartedly 
th a t there will be no victory unless 
he m akes the struggle. 
T h at is the problem we are fac­ 
ing in the world today. There are 


those who say the battle is not 
worth while, that it is better to 
put aside our ideals and settle for 
survival—even though it may be 
in chains. I cannot agree. 
If we fight Communism with all 
that we have, we can defeat it and 
win through the Just peace and 
plenty that we all want so much. 
But even if we could not, I 
should prefer oblivion in the strug­ 
gle to the sacrifice of everything 
that we have gained in the thou­ 
sands of years of our slow and 
painful climb out of barbarism. 
The happy life is the dedicated 
life, provided that a m an’s con­ 
science approves that to which he 
is dedicated. The Communists are 
not happy and can never be, be­ 
cause they know in their hearts 
that they are following a false 
and empty creed. But the man who 
fights for freedom and democracy 
is happy, because he knows that 
he has given him self to a righte­ 
ous cause that is much greater 
than he is. 
My advice to aspiring young pol­ 
iticians and government officials 
is to study the great moral truths 
of life and try to live by them. 
The world is full of shrewd lead­ 
ers who can win votes. But it is 
woefully short of those who never 
compromise with the right, who 
would sooner die than violate their 
trust and who always put the in­ 
terests of state and people above 
their own ambitions.

Copper Walkout

agreement to end a 42-day strike 
that cut off production by Utah 
mines and mills that normally fur­ 
nish one-third of America’s do­ 
mestic supply of vital copper was 
reached early today by Kennecott 
Copper Corp. and eight unions. 
Company spokesmen said min­ 
ing ajnd milling operations would 
resume as soon as local unions 
ratify the agreement. They report­ 
ed the strike resulted in the loss 
of 130 million pounds of copper 
that would have been mined since 
the strike began July 1. 
This loss, coupled with other re­ 
cently settled labor disputes in 
western mines of two other Ameri­ 
can companies and strikes in cop­ 
per mines in South Africa, has 
contributed to a worldwide short­ 
age of the red metal, raised cop­ 
per prices and forced some pro­ 
cessors to substitute other metals 
and plastics. 
The settlement, negotiated by 
Federal Mediator S. Lyle Johnson, 
provides for a package increase 
of more than 15 cents an hour, in ­ 
cluding 
wage 
increases 
ranging 
from 80 cents to $1.28 a day and 
an improved pension plan. 
Some 
5,500 
members 
of 
the 
unions walked off their jobs July 
1 when contracts expired. Kenne­ 
cott had offered wage increases 
averaging about 12% cents an hour. 
Pensions were the major issue dur­ 
ing the long negotiations that end­ 
ed today. The new pension plan 
provides up to $151 a month, in­ 
cluding social security, for retir­ 
ing single employees and up to 
$200.25 for married men, about $50 
monthly 
higher 
than 
previous 
plans. 
Kennecott employees in Nevada, 
New Mexico and Arizona struck 
simultaneously with the walkout 
in Utah. 


U.S. To Reduce Tax 


Incentives For Industry 


WASHINGTON 
(/P) — Director 
Arthur S. Flemming of the Of­ 
fice of Defense Mobilization an­ 
nounced late yesterday 
new or­ 
ders which may lead to a sharp 
tapering off in the kind of tax 
incentives which have been grant­ 
ed for some 30% billion dollars 
worth of plant and equipment ex­ 
pansion held to be essential to 
national security. 
The action came after a series 
of other orders aimed at tighten­ 
ing up the supply of credit. Some 
administration o f f i c i a l s have 
termed these a gradual effort to 
prevent prices from 
starting to 
climb again. 
Flemming ordered 
an end to 
special tax benefits in 19 indus­ 
tries and a suspension, pending a 
review expected to take a month 
or more, in 38 others. The incen­ 
tives were kept available for 20 
“expansion goals”—chiefly apply­ 
ing to items of high military de­ 
mand. 
The government has pending 924 
applications for the tax benefits, 
covering 
about 
$9,300,000,000 
of 
proposed new plant and equipment 
construction. About six billion dol­ 
lars of this is in the 38 indus­ 


tries for which Flemming ordered 
the temporary suspension yester­ 
day. 


It was too early to tell what 
effect the orders would have. The 
Consolidated Edison Co. of New 
York said its construction plans 
would not be affected at all. But 
the Aluminum 
Co. of 
America 
indicated at Pittsburgh it might 
drop some of its expansion plans 
if the tax benefits for that indus­ 
try are shut off for good. 
Both electric power and alum­ 
inum are in the category suspend­ 
ed pending further study, during 
which no applications will be pro­ 
cessed. Flemming said industries in 
this class would be reviewed to 
determine whether “adequate pro­ 
ductive capacity” for mobilization 
needs exists, and then they will be 
reopened or closed.

WASHINGTON (JP) — The Air 
Force today furled the secretarial 
flag of bluff businessman Harold 
E. Talbott and prepared to take 
orders from a shy research en­ 
gineer, Donaid A. Quarles. 
Talbott, who made millions in 
industry before he came to Wash­ 
ington 30 months ago, resigned 
amid controversy over an outside 
enterprise that yielded him profits 
of $132,032 in that period. 
His resignation takes effect to­ 
morrow but he plans to leave 
Washington today. Quarles will 
be sworn in Monday with a recess 
appointment.

NO FIRM CONCLUSIONS 
It is impossible to draw definite

There can be no doubt, however, 
that the number of polio fatalities 
has been reduced sharply from the 
level of last year, a fairly average 
year. 
Biggest decline in deaths has 
been in the eight states which 
have given 75 per cent of the re­ 
ported second shots.

states. They are Florida, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Oklahoma, 
South Carolina and West Virginia.

And 18, plus the District of 
Columbia, are still holding the pro­ 
gram in abeyance. 
Most of these states report they 
will resume the program after the 
school year begins next month. 
Some say they are not sure when 
they will start up again. 
But, in the meantime, the other 
30 states have been going right 


ahead, some on a small scale, 
others on a large scale. 
With the children out of school 
for the summer, vaccination clin­ 
ics have been set up in many 
slates. 
A sampling indicated that, of 
children who have had their first 
shot, these percentages were show­ 
ing up for the second: 
California, 87.6 per cent of the 
eligible 
inoculated; 
Florida 
72, 
Kansas 80, Kentucky 59, Missis­ 
sippi 70, Missouri 70, Montana 40, 
Oklahoma 70, Washington 80. 
The greatest number of polio 
deaths this year has been in Mas­ 
sachusetts, which reported 24. Tex­ 
as has the second highest total, 
22, with California third with 11. 
No other state has had more than

Polio Foundation Issues 


Urgent Plea For Funds 


NEW YORK 
—'The National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
has issued an urgent call to its 
solvent chapters for funds so the 
nation’s polio patient aid program 
may “survive.” 
Basil O’Conner, president of the 
foundation, said $52,511,185 was 
raised in the March of Dimes last 
January, 12 million dollars short 
of needs. 
With all the sincerity of pur­ 
pose at my command,” said O’­ 
Connor, “I call upon our chapters 
with surpulus funds to respond 
willingly and immedately to our 
desperate need.” 
“If all chapters spent the same 


amount this year as last for pa­ 
tient aid and chapter operations,” 
O’Connor said, “there should be 
about 10 million dollars in cash 
remaining in 1,781 chapter treas­ 
uries next Dec. 31.” 
He said that if this amount can 
be used now by the 1,274 chap­ 
ters estimated to n§ed help, “our 
patient aid program could sur­ 
vive.” 
O’Connor said that “60 per cent 
of the chapters are solvent while 
40 per cent are destitute.” 
Already this year, he added, it 
has been necessary to rescue hun­ 
dreds of chapters in desperate 
need of funds.

Supervisors William Fusselman 
and W alter Castro opposed.

“Statements

members could be quite damaging 
in the pending litigation,” Weissich 
explained. “W hat I say as an a t­ 
torney for the county cannot be 
used as evidence against the coun­ 
ty.”

the hom e-life of Jet pilots before 
they can do the Air Force Job.

D.A. Wants Word 


Of Evidence Ban 


To Reach People 


Marin Dist. Atty. W. O. Weis- 
sich yesterday called on citizens of 
the county to “interest themselves” 
in the problem of the admissability 
of illegally obtained evidence. 
In a speech before the Sausalito 
Rotary Club, Weissich, a staunch 
opponent of the California Su­ 
preme Court ruling which prohibits 
consideration of such evidence, de­ 
clared that “the people of the state 
are entitled to know what has been 
done to them.” 
The 
Supreme 
Court decision, 
handed down by a 4-3 count in 
April of this year, ruled that evi­ 
dence 
obtained 
through 
illegal 
search and seizure could not be 
admitted for a court’s considera­ 
tion. At that time the court ad­ 
mitted, said Weissich, that the 
move was designed to prevent the 
possibility of a police state but the 
entire question is not a constitu­ 
tional one. In its ruling the court 
declared its desire to protect the 
private constitutional rights of the 
individual. 
BLOW AT ENFORCEMENT 
However, the district attorney 
said, the decision has “struck a 
blow at law enforcement.” It per­ 
mits the release of criminals who 
might otherwise be convicted. 
Weissich declared that any evi­ 
dence which aids a 
conviction 
should be admitted to the court 
record. If such evidence is illegally 
obtained, the police who secured it 
should be punished 
through 
a 
separate court. It is often true, 
however, that to legally obtain 
evidence is impossible, 
Weissich 
said. 
Quoting from a study made by 
law students at Northwestern Uni­ 
versity, Weissich said that in a 
Chicago court, 69 per cent of the 
accused persons were released be­ 
cause evidence against them had 
been obtained illegally. He sug­ 
gested that 
the 
same 
statistic 
might soon prevail in California 
where already the crime problem 
is serious enough. 


WHICH IS BETTER 
In his concluding remarks, Weis­ 
sich asked if it would be better 
to give police a free hand or to 
permit criminals to escape justice 
on a technicality. 
He suggested several 
possible 
solutions to the controversial prob­ 
lem. Rather than penalize society 
by letting criminals loose, he said, 
the law should provide for punish­ 
ment of the wrong-doing police 
officer. In addition, better police 
training might. eliminate part of 
the necessity for illegal search and 
seizure. 
Weissich, who termed the sup­ 
reme court 
ruling 
“the 
magna 
carta of the criminal,” 
asserted 
that its effect was to “police the 
police ”,^which 
was 
little more 
than a punishment for law 
forcement officials. 


Patrol Of Tomales 
Bay Requested 


Several small boat accidents and 
a multiple drowning have spurred 
the Marin 
Coast 
Chamber of 
Commerce to request Coast Guard 
patrolling of Tomales Bay Bar 
and Bodega Bay. 
The action was urged by Capt. 
A. S. Oko, chairman of the cham­ 
ber’s parks and harbors commit­ 
tee, at a chamber meeting Tues­ 
day at Tarantino’s Seafood Grot­ 
to, Bolinas. He cited the increas­ 
ing number of sportsmen, many 
of whom are ignorant of Tomales 
Bay conditions, now making use 
of the bay. 
Gene McDaniel, acting chairman 
of the Bolinas Lagoon Parks and 
Harbor Assn., reported progress 
in plans for formation of a har­ 
bor district for Bolinas and Stin­ 
son Beach. 
Action was also taken toward 
obtaining an approach road to 
Drake’s Beach. A toll road now 
leads to the county-owned beach.

So can a blast which might knock 
over a keresene lamp or even a 
candle. 
Danger from fires started by 
pilot lights on gas stoves may be 
very minor. In one test home in 
Nevada, the blast blew out the pi­ 
lot light on a kitchen gas stove, 
with no fire or damage. 
Closed Venetian blinds in one 
test stopped the heat flash, pre­ 
venting fires of draperies or furni­ 
ture. The blinds were blown down 
by the blast arriving some seconds 
later. 
One atomic specialist gives this 
advice: 
“If you see or sense that in­ 
tense light, duck and count to 10. 
If you reach 10, you have sur­ 
vived. Then you can check to 
see whether you have suffered 
any injuries.” 
There still could be hazard from 
radioactive fallout.

NEW YORK (JP) — A brilliant 
silent eerie light, like 
nothing 
you’ve seen before, marks the be­ 
ginning of an atomic blast. 
If it ever comes, don’t look at 
it, or you might be blinded for 
life. 
If you sense such a flash, duck, 
fall flat or jump behind some pro­ 
tection. You could be injured by 
being knocked down by the blast, 
or by flying debris. 
Out in the open, you have a 
better chance if you fall flat. And 
a still better one if you could 
duck behind a ravine, behind any 
little hillock, into a hole.

of atomic blasts as big or bigger 
than those exploded over Japan. 
These people would undoubtedly 
have been safe even closer. 
The light comes first, and with 
it, simultaneously, the flash of 
heat and the X-rays unleashed by 
the bomb. They are all quickly 
gone. Next comes the blast. 
If you’re in an automobile, open 
the windows a bit and fall flat on 
the seat or floor. 
Autos have been exposed to test 
bombs. With windows closed, win­ 
dows and windshields often were 
blown in, and broken glass could 
cut occupants. Tops were caved 
in. 
But 
with 
windows slightly 
open, this damage often did not 
happen. 


UNDERGROUND BEST 
Underground shelters are, obvi­ 
ously, the 
best 
protection. 
But 
even shelters that stand above 
ground could save many lives in 
areas outside the immediate cen­ 
ter of destruction. Concrete shel­ 
ters—usable as toolsheds or spare 
storage rooms near homes that 
lacked strong basement shelters— 
stood up well despite being with­ 
in a half mile or so of the atomic 
blast in Nevada last May. 
Animals survived that blast in 
those shelters. These animals now 
are being observed to learn wheth­ 
er humans in such shelters might 
have suffered harm 
from 
the 
blast effects, or from radiation. 
The heat flash is one hazard of 
atomic blasts. An intense heat 
wave reaches out, capable of giv­ 
ing skin flash burns, or setting 
fire to highly ignitable materials. 
The intensity — the 
ability 
to 
cause burns—falls off extremely 
rapidly with distance 
from 
the 
bomb.

Marin Fans Rap Little League Critics 


Little League critics took a lam­ 


basting from league officials and 
leaguers’ fathers yesterday on K it­ 


ty Oppenheimer's KTTM Sound­ 
ing Board program. 


Answering with convincing ar­ 
guments, a medical journal’s edi­ 
torial charge that Little League 
was harmful to its players, were 
Tony Kuehn, secretary of San R a­ 
fael Little League; Roland Ham­ 
mond, president of Southern M a­ 
rin Little League; Sam Chapman, 
former major leaguer; and Richard 
Cuthbert.

Leaguers. 


Kuehn 
cited 
an 
instance 
of 
character building in his own son. 
It was the last of the ninth. His 
team was behind 7-6. He was at 
bat, the count was 3-2 and the 
bases were loaded. But. he went 
down on a called strike. 
Kuehan said his son was nearly 
in tears. “T hat’s one of the breaks 
of the game,” he hold his son. 
“Even Babe Ruth has struck out 
with the bases loaded.” 


“Yes, but I’ll bet he went down 


swinging,” the boy retorted. 
Kuehn 
said 
he heard another 
Little Leaguer make this comment 
to the coach on a loss: “Well, we 
went down the right way, didn’t 
we?” 
The four panelists took issue 
with the editorial in the Journal 
of the Iowa State Medical Society 
which said that “little boys are 
put under . . . pressure . . . for 
which their state of development 
does not equip them.” This editor­ 
ial was reported in the Indepen­ 
dent-Journal Sports Section Fri­ 
day. 


Concerning pressures, the four 
defenders of Little League admit­ 
ted they existed—then made a case 
for them. 


Said Hammond, “They are not 
too great. They’ll have to meet 
pressures all their lives and Little 
League is teaching them to cope 
with 
pressures 
without 
blowing 
their corks.” 


“It helps the boys develop,” ar­ 
gued Cuthbert. He said his son 
started in Little League last year 
and 
swung 
the bat about 
five 
times. “This year he had a .625 bat­ 


ting average.” 


One 
listener 
telephoned, 
“I 
think the doctor who wrote the 
article in the first place is under 
stress and pressure . . . otherwise, 
he wouldn’t have bothered to bring 
it up. He doesn’t even know what 
he’s talking about.” 


Another called to say, “Non- 
athletic children are put under 
pressure by the parent in making 
his strive for an 
academic ‘A’ 
through class work, and put him 
under 
pressure 
in 
many 
other 
things besides Little League.” 


“Amen,” said Kuehn. 


The speakers felt generally that 
Little League helped its players 
develop a sense of respect and re­ 
sponsibility toward each other, and 
for coaches and umpires, and that 
it gave them a broader perspective 
in their communities through con­ 
tact with other teams. 


They also felt that the activity 
gives families a closer and more 
cooperative relationship.

' Ever hear child guidance ex­ 
perts say you shouldn’t discipline 
kids? I’ve heard ’em, many times. 
It is dangerous advice. Usually 
those who give it have no children 
of their own. They don’t know 
what it’s like to raise a family. 
For 25 years a few of my col­ 
leagues have urged complete free­ 
dom for children. Parents have be­ 
lieved them. We now have young 
adults who’ve grown up without 
discipline. Do you know any of

Recently a psychiatrist made a 
study of them. He started with his 
own city, then included others. He 
confined the study to grownups 
raised in completely “permissive” 
homes. That me^is raised by par­ 
ents who allowed them to do any­ 
thing they wanted to do. No dis­ 
cipline. 
After his study the psychiatrist 
said sadly, “permissively raised 
children become emotionally dis­ 
turbed adults. They become ego­ 
centric, intolerant of frustration, 
lacking in control, lacking in per- 
severence. They are antagonistic. 
They are unable to cope with the 
ordinary buffetings of life.” That’s 
quite a conclusion, isn’t it? 
Babies need complete freedom 
for the first year or so. After that 
they need direction. They must 
rely on their parents to teach 
them right and wrong. They have 
to learn what they can and can’t 
do. Unless they’re guided, they’ll 
always flounder. 
Some of us overdo discipline. 
That’s as bad as under-doing it. 
Our kids need our constant love. 
They need the fewest possible 
rules. But the rules should be con­ 
sistently enforced. As they grow 
older the amount of freedom given 
them can be expanded. They need 
as much liberty as they can handle 
safely. But they’ve an equally im­ 
portant need for consistent kindly 
guidance and discipline.

fish salad, all carry the same body 
building elements as the same 
foods served hot. 
But don’t call a moratorium on 
hot food in hot weather. Children, 
and the rest of the family too, 
get tired of a diet of salads. Select 
your hot foods for their quick 
cooking qualities; meats that can 
be broiled or fried rather than 
baked, soups in cans rather than 
home made. 
Many summertime meals are 
picnics and food out of doors. If 
you have a backyard grill you 
probably have learned lots of tricks 
for easy good hot meals, and meals 
where Dad and the kids do the 
cooking and call it fun. 
Summertime picnics have their 
hazards, too. In hot weather food 
spoils easily. Germs grow quickly 
in unrefrigerated food. If food is 
thoroughly cooked Just before it is 
eaten germs will be killed and the 
food do you no harm. But if a food 
like a potato salad, or ground meat 
for sandwiches is prepared in the 
morning, 
then 
carried 
several 
hours in a hot car it may contain 
so many germs that the whole 
family will have acute stomach 
upsets the next day. 
Picnics are wonderful, but guard 
your family’s health with a few 
rules such as these. 
Never more than half an hour 
between refrigerator and table. 
If the trip is longer than this 
time, arrange for some refrigera­ 
tion en route or else carry the food 
in unopened cans. 
Cook-outs are perhaps best of 
all. Meat that is broiled over an 
open fire not only tastes wonder­ 
ful but is much safer than in cold 
sandwiches. 
Children need milk whether at 
home or on a picnic. Fresh milk 
is difficult to carry and hard to 
keep cool. Try using canned milk. 
Take the unopened cans, dilute 
with water at mealtime. Carry 
your own water ir you’re not sure 
of the supply at the picnic spot. 
If the children do not care for 
the taste of evaporated milk, add a 
little flavoring. The addition of a 
little chocolate syrup, or a mashed 
banana, or a can of baby pureed 
prunes or apricots to the evapo­ 
rated milk make delightful drinks 
that add a special party flavor to 
the picnic. 
If your small fry are scornful of 
canned milk don’t let them see you 
open the can. The strong flavor 
you add to the milk completely 
masks the canned taste of the milk 
and 
they’ll 
drink 
the 
finished 
product with gusto if they don’t 
know its’ canned milk.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Fourth Street Saloons 
No Credit To San Rafael 


“Inadequate parking is not the only prob­ 
lem that faces San Rafael’s Fourth Street/’ 
a reader wrote to the Independent-Journal 
recently. 
Unfortunately, the letter was unsigned 
and thus could not be published. 
But the 
situation it discussed is nonetheless worthy 
of consideration. 
The key sentence of the letter said, “Bars 
have their place in the community as well 
as any other business establishment, but the 
instant they become a nuisance to the public 
during shopping hours, something should be 
done.” 
We agree. 
And we expect almost every­ 
body will agree. 
The question that might be disputed is 
whether we have any bars along Fourth 
Street in San Rafael that constitute a nui­ 
sance. 
Our answer would be YES. 
Not all of the bars along Fourth are of­ 
fenders; not even a majority of them are 
anything but well-operated. 
But, as the 
letter writer indicated, the very few that are 
offenders are a detriment to the community. 
There isn’t much commendable about the 


juke-box din nor the odor that issues forth 
from the offending bars spotted through the 
shopping district, where the sidewalks carry 
a high percentage of women and children 
pedestrians. 
Occasionally, a bar patron or two emerge 
on unsteady legs, sometimes muttering ob­ 
scenities which may or may not be directed 
to passing women. 
This kind of thing is not a credit to our 
town. 
We are quite sure that the owners 
of the properties involved would not approve 
such a state of affairs for they can’t help 
but know that their property values must in 
the long run suffer. 
The organized beverage industry certainly 
goes to great lengths to combat the public 
reaction that this kind of situation leads 
to. 
The new state liquor control depart­ 
ment doesn’t approve. 
At least 99 per cent 
of tavern operators disapprove. 
So the sentiment in favor of a clean-up 
of the very few offenders should be nearly 
unanimous. 
Let us hope we see a quick, voluntary 
change for the better. 


Our Land-Heavy Uncle Sam 


We have long known that Uncle Sam was 
the biggest land owner in California. But it 
wasn’t until recently that an inventory made 
of federal property revealed that his holdings 
amount to 46 million acres. That’s 46.4 per­ 
cent of the state’s total area. 
Uncle owns more than 60,000 buildings in 
California—many of them small, but also 
included in that number are huge office 
structures. 
Nearly $3i/ 2 billion has been spent by the 
national government to obtain land in the 
Golden State for military installations and 
other purposes. It is conservatively estimated 
that it could now be sold for twice that 
much. 
California has the most federal building

space of any state—more than %\y% billion 
worth, including military buildings. It has 
5430 million worth of federal housing—also 
the most for any state. 
Federal land holdings in California, much 
of which have always been held by Wash­ 
ington, include 20 million acres of national 
forests, 171/2 million acres of grazing lands, 
4 million acres of parks and monuments, 1.3 
million acres for reclamation and irrigation, 
750,000 for airfields, 2.6 million for military 
posts and 65,000 for flood control and navi­ 
gation. 
The administration has promised greater 
speed in turning over “surplus” lands to the 
states or individual citizens. There must be 
plenty here that can be turned over. 


Dip Into Past Shows Our Revered 
Ancestors Weren't Without Fault

GETTYSBURG, Pa. (AP) — So 
the world is going to pot, eh?

“There was a sight to be seen 
in broad daylight a few days 
ago, in front of the presidential 
mansion, which gave those who 
witnessed it a shocking idea of 
the onward strides which the vice 
of intemperance has made in 
‘good society’ during the last two 
years. 


“A WOMAN clad is the rich­ 
est and most fashionable gar­ 
ments, with diamonds flashing 
from her slender fingers in the 
slant western sunshine, sat on 
the stone balustrade, unable to 
proceed on her homeward walk 
without betraying herself. 
“At last she rose and started 
on, swaying to and fro, and yet 
soon rested again, utterly unable 
to proceed. The carriage of a for­ 
eign minister passed by—the poor 
woman w?as noticed — and it 
turned, stopped, took the lady, 
and carried her to her luxurious 
home. 


“FOR THE LADY is wealthy, 
and occupies a high social posi­ 


tion; but she was drunk in the 
streets of Washington!” 
What’s all this? An item from 
one of those slush magazines 
that smell up the newsstands to­ 
day? 
No, it’s taken from page one 
of a highly respectable news­ 
paper, one that described itself 
as “a family journal — devoted 
to foreign and domestic news, 
politics, 
literature, 
agriculture, 
education, morality, science and 
art.” 
The date was Nov. 24, 1863. 
That particular issue happened 
to be preserved because a fel­ 
low named Lincoln made an ad­ 
dress here the week before, and 
there was a piece in the paper 
about it. 
It’s encouraging, sometimes, to 
dig into the past. Our revered 
ancestors weren’t necessarily so 
much better than we are, after 
all.

New Law Transfers Authority 


From People To Teachers Group 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — It is 
quite 
possible 
that 
someday, 
people are going to wake up and 
find out how much of the free­ 
dom upon which the country is 
based has been taken away from 
them through the medium of 
special interests, lobbyists and 
groups of 
favored 
government 
employees. 


One of the latest straws in the 
wind, and these straws blown 
together can make quite a heap 
of hay, is the writing into state 
law of a 
special 
privilege 
to 
teachers of California. This new 
law, which goes into effect next 
month, provides that the “find­ 
ings of a panel of educators, com­ 
posed of representatives of a 
state-wide 
professional 
educa­ 
tional association, may be ac­ 
cepted as court evidence in a 
contested teacher dismissal case 
involving competency or fitness.” 


THE CALIFORNIA Teachers 
Assn., which maintains a thor­ 
oughly effective lobby in Sacra­ 
mento, 
engineered 
this 
1 a w 
through State Sen. Nelson P. 
Dilworth of Riverside County, 
who, surprisingly 
enough, 
has 
usually been on the side of the 
people. 
The association, which pre­ 
viously lobbied the state into ad­ 
ditional taxes, boasts in a press 
release that the Dilworth meas­ 
ure gives “the legal status of a 
profession to teaching for the 
first time in American history.”

“The 
bill,” says 
Arthur 
F. 
Corey, executive secretary, “is 
really the outgrowth of a num­ 
ber of years of experimentation 
by the CTA in a plan to cloak 
the teaching profession in Cali­ 
fornia with self-disciplinary au­ 
thority similar to that in the le­ 
gal and medical professions.” 


IT IS SOMEWHAT surprising 
to hear that teaching hasn’t been 
a profession, for certainly those 
who are entrusted with the fu­ 
ture of the country through its 
youth are entitled to be of pro­ 
fessional standing. 
Yet the normal concept of the 
schools, or at least what has 
been a normal concept until the 
CTA started taking over, is that 
the schools are the property of 
the people, who elect district 
management such as boards of 
trustees and boards of education. 
These boards theoretically are 
responsible to the people as their 
elected representatives, or ap­ 
pointed representatives, the ap­ 
pointments coming from higher 
governmental agencies which are 
elected. 


Thus, the Dilworth bill ap­ 
pears to be a move to take the 
decision out of the hands of 
the people, and lodge it in the 
California Teachers Assn. In 
other words, the tenure-pro­ 
tected teacher has one more 
count on his behalf when and 
if the board finds him incom­ 
petent, and 
desires 
his 
re­ 
placement. 


Certainly, a board of education 
or board of trustees should know 
wrhether a teacher is competent, 
or is not competent, without 
finding it necessary to fight in 
court a finding of a ‘panel of 
educators” appointed from the 
California Teachers Assn., who 
may be colleagues of the very 
teacher on trial. 
Long ago, the board was di­ 
vested of its authority to release 
a tenure teacher without a trial. 
Thus the teachers have privileges 
which are not accorded to peo­ 
ple who happen to be employed 
in private business or industry. 
It begins to 
look 
like, 
in 
the future, with a few more 
steps like the Dilworth bill, that 
there will be no vestige of au­ 
thority left for the representa­ 
tives of the people.

selves. We, who are actively pro­ 
testing the 3 to 2 decision of the 
city council to rezone the marsh­ 
lands from residential to com­ 
mercial, are your neighbors. 
A spontaneous gathering of in­ 
terested citizens disclosed an ur­ 
gent need for a clarification of 
the many statements in this con­ 
troversy. We dug into records, 
studied the 
master 
plan, and 
checked with attorneys and ar­ 
chitects. From this material as­ 
sembled by many workers, we 
drew the pertinent facts to put 
into printed form. Every figure 
quoted in our brochure can be 
verified from city hall records. 
No one has all the answers yet. 
It is self-evident that commercial 
zoning of the marshlands will 
forever close the door on the type 
of recreational and school de­ 
velopment that is becoming in­ 
creasingly urgent in this area. 
Many in our city government, 
who are looking into the future 
of Mill Valley, urge that this 
drastic step be held in abeyance. 
They recognize that there must 
be a better solution to this prob­ 
lem. 
The question continues to arise 
as to the possibility of a bond 
issue and how much money will 
be needed. Until a more definite 
plan is developed and a valid ap­ 
praisal is made of this property, 
on one knows how much money 
is needed and whether or not a 
bond issue will be called for. Our 
first concern is to save this land 
by preventing its being rezoned 
fo r 
commercial 
development. 
Improvements to the land can 
be made later as the need for 
recreational areas increase. Le­ 
gally, our referendum petition 
can only ask the city council to 
reverse its decision or to put the 
question before the voters.

LONDON — There are some 
remarkable 
parallels 
between 
British and American politics to­ 
day. 
You don’t have to be in 
London long before they come 
into view. They are, I think, sub­ 
stantial similarities, not surface 
similarities, 
and 
suggest 
that 
like political forces are at work 
in both countries. 


THE PRINCIPAL parallels are 
these: 
1—Prime 
Minister 
Sir 
An­ 
thony Eden is trying to give his 
Conservative party — within the 
terms of British domestic policy 
—the same kind of lberal look 
that 
President 
Eisenhower 
is 
trying to give the Republican 
party in the U.S. 
2—Despite the personal pres­ 
tige of Eisenhower and Eden, 
each is faced with an opposition 
party 
which 
itself 
commands 
majority — or something very 
near to majority—support among 
the voters. 
3—The Labor party in Britain 
has lost much of its special ap­ 
peal and political “oomph” — 
even as the New Deal has in 
America. Each will very likely 
have to have a new set of issues 
and new ideas to come back to 
power. 
4—The Conservative party in 
Britain and the Republican par­ 
ty in the United States are no 
longer being held responsible in 
the minds of most voters in 
either country for the depres­ 
sion years of the thirties. Labor 
tried to make this issue against 
the Conservatives here this spring 
and failed just as the Democrats 
tried to make the same issue 
against Eisenhower in ’52 and 
failed. 


THERE IS ONE marked dis­ 
similarity in British and Ameri­ 
can politics. Here the Labor par­ 
ty is grievously split — there are 
practically two Labor parties — 
between 
t h e 
Attlee-Gaitskell 
moderates and the Bevanite ex­ 
tremists. It could keep Labor 
out of office for a long time. In 
the U.S. the Democratic party is 
more united than it has been for 
a long time and if it loses next 
year it will probably not be for 
reasons of disunity. 
All these points can be fully 
documented. 
Eden is trying to demonstrate 
to the British voters that the 
Conservative party is not syn­ 
onymous with the aristocracy 
and landed gentry even as Eisen­ 
hower is trying to prove to the 
American voters that the Re­ 
publican party is not synony­ 


mous with Big Business. Each la 
trying to consolidate his Parlia ­ 
mentary — and Congressional— 
followers more solidly and con­ 
sistently behind broad, humani­ 
tarian, as opposed to class, poli­ 
cies. Both run into considerable 
right-wing 
opposition, 
within 
their own parties. 


MY IMPRESSION is that thus 
far Sir Anthony is making great­ 
er headway reforming the Con­ 
servative party than President 
Eisenhower has made in reform­ 
ing the Republican party. 
There are two reasons. One is 
the 
greater 
voting 
discipline 
within the British political par­ 
ties because in the parliamen­ 
tary system a vote against the 
leadership 
of 
the 
Party 
can 
bring the downfall of the gov­ 
ernment together with an un­ 
wanted election. The second is 
the fact that Churchill, Eden, 
Chancellor 
of 
the 
Exchequer 
Richard A. Butler and others 
have been working at it longer 
than the President. 


THE ELECTORATE in both 
countries continues to be close­ 
ly divided despite the Eisenhow­ 
er and Eden victories. In the 
U.S. the Democratic party is still 
the majority party as the 1954 
elections showed. In Britain the 
Conservatives came to power in 
1951 with a minority of the to­ 
tal vote. This was because La­ 
bor’s vote was concentrated in 
fewer districts. Even though the 
Conservatives won a 59-seat ma­ 
jority in the House of Commons, 
the British vote in the May elec­ 
tion split 49.85 for the Conser­ 
vatives to 48.51 for Labor, The 
Conservatives didn’t so much win 
this last election as Labor lost 
it; the normal Conservative vote 
fell off a half million; the nor­ 
mal Labor vote fell of a million 
and a half. 
Thus the conservative parties 
in both countries must continue 
to win the independent floating 
vote if they are to continue to 
win elections. 
The British Labor party will 
find it difficult to galvanize its 
potential vote soon again unless 
it can unite its own forces be­ 
hind fresh political ideas. Most 
of its reform 
objectives 
have 
either been 
achieved 
or 
em­ 
braced 
by 
the 
Conservatives. 
Some Labor leaders complain 
that 
“Eden 
has 
stolen 
our 
clothes.” At the same time the 
majority of the voters have be­ 
come disenchanted with nation­ 
alization 
and 
Labor itself 1« 
backing away from nationaliza­ 
tion more and more.

The unusually large stocks on 
dealers’ hands as the 1955 model 
year nears the close — will they 
be sold at a profit, or at big dis­ 
counts and dangerously liberal 
payment terms? 
It’s one of the hottest debates 
today. 


NEVER BEFORE 
have 
auto 
makers turned out so many cars. 
Never before 
have Americans 
bought so many. Never before 
has outstanding automobile cred­ 
it been so huge. 


Before World War II Ameri­ 
cans owed 1 V i billion dollars on 
their cars. This summer they 
owe 12 H billion. 


Auto makers ana finance com­ 
panies say there’s nothing 
to 
worry about. National income 
has gone up steadily. The load 
isn’t too heavy for prosperous 
Americans to carry, they say, 
-and besides—much of the pres­ 
ent prosperity is due to credit 
buying. 
For proof they point to the 
low rate of repossessions, to the 
American habit of meeting pay­ 
ments even when things tighten 
up a little. 
“Our auto loan delinquencies 
are at an all-time low,” says F. 
R. Wills, president of General 
Motors Acceptance Corp. 


Universal C.I.T. Corp. reports 
that since the war Americans 
have financed 84 billion dollars 
to buy cars and have so far re­ 
paid 72 billion. It thinks 10 mil­ 
lion car buyers 
will 
complete 
payments this year — and be 
driving debt-free cars. 


BUT OTHERS aren’t so sure. 
The Federal Reserve Board, for 
example, is nervous about the 
total debt in all fields. Corpor­ 
ate debt has been going up, and

State Gives $2.2 Million In 
Basic Aid To Marin Schools 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Roy E. 
Simpson, state superintendent of 
public instruction, today certified 
basic aid apportionments to school 
districts 
with 
State 
Controller 
Robert C. Kirkwood. 
Tne total apportionment, subject 
to revision and correction if neces­ 
sary, amounts to $279,695,791, of 
which $2,267,420 goes to Marin 
County. 
The 1955 Legislature, Simpson 
pointed out, changed the law to 
provide for an earlier apportion­ 
ment. Formerly, funds reached the 
schools about Oct. 1. 
The new law provides one tenth 
of the basic aid accruing to each 


school district, based on partially 
verified reports of school districts 
on the number of children in aver­ 
age daily attendance made each 
month during August and Septem­ 
ber. The principal apportionment 
is certified Sept. 25. 


Net result of the change in the 
law, Simpson said, makes it poss­ 
ible for the school district to re­ 
ceive funds each calendar month. 
Approximately $28 million is be- 
ing distributed in August, and a 
like amount will be distributed in 
September. Balance of the prin­ 
cipal apportionment will be dis­ 
tributed monthly thereafter.

Officials or employees of gov­ 
ernment agencies in California 
who serve a tour of duty in the 
armed forces are entitled to re­ 
turn to their former positions un­ 
less they voluntarily extend their 
military obligations. 
This rule, according to W. P 
(Doc) 
Duhamel, Marin County 
veterans service officer, applies to 
officials or employees of the state 
and of counties, cities and vir­ 
tually all political subdivisions, 
such as school districts and water 
districts, except that state em­ 
ployees are not affected by the 
restriction on voluntary re-enlist- 
ments until Jan. 1, 1956. 
Duhamel emphasized that eligi­ 
ble local and regional employees 
must take advantage of their re­ 
employment rights within three 
months after returning from duty 
— state 
employees 
within 
six 
months. 
The job rights law for state 
workers is similar to the federal 
Reemployment Rights Act, which 
gives a 90-day job re-instatement 
privilege to persons who work for 
private employers. 
Veterans must have a discharge 
other than dishonorable, advised 
Duhamel. They may return to their 
former positions during terminal 
leave if they wish. 
Salaries, sick leave and vaca­ 
tion* don’t accrue during the mili­ 
tary absence of a veteran, he add­ 
ed; however, if a veteran’s job 
has ceased to exist during his ab­ 
sence he has the right to be re­ 
instated in a position of like sen­ 
iority, status and pay or to a com­ 
parable vacant position for which 
he is qualified. 
The law also says that veterans 
returning to state employment 
may not be discharged without 
cause within one year after being 
restored to their jobs. 
Further information about re­ 
employment rights is available 
from the veterans service office, 
courthouse, San Rafael.

Under Creek 


A new 12-inch water mate i* to 
be submerged under Corte Ma­ 
dera Creek at Greenbrae wye soon 
in preparation for the construction 
of a doverleai overpass at the 
site. 


Authorisation for the work was 


given Wednesday night by direc­ 
tors of the Marin Municipal Wa- j 
ter District. 
Currently, the district has a 
four-inch main on the bridge and 
another two-inch main in the 
creek. However, 
directors 
were 
told, the four-inch main must be j 
disconnected each time the bridge 
is opened. 
District Secretary Bob Brusatori 
said the new main is to be sub­ 
merged 10 feet below the level of 
low tide. Approval of the work has 
also been granted 
by the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, which j 
has jurisdiction over navigable 
waterways. 
Directors also agreed to spend 
$330 to install two radio receiving 
sets in district cars used by con­ 
struction foremen in Mill Valley 
and Sausalito. Brusatori said dis­ 
patches to the men will be sent 
over the sheriffs offios radio. 
In other matters, directors ap­ 
proved the purchase of 3,800 vari­ 
ous sized meter pipe couplings 
from the Tay Holbrook Co. of San 
Francisco for $2,031, and agreed to 
extend a fire main on upper Wain- 
wright place in Mill Valley. The 
City of Mill Valley and the water 
district will share the estimated 
cost of $3,240 for the work.
